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LIBERTY 
Freedom from B ondage 


FROM GENERATION to generation people have striven 
to obtain the blessings of liberty. When they rose up 
against taxation without representation, our forefathers 
were seeking freedom from oppression. After gaining 
the freedom they fought for, they established a gov- 
ernment which they trusted would prevent a return 
to bondage and enslavement by promoting the gen- 
eral welfare of all and making secure the blessings of 
liberty for themselves and their posterity. 

In celebration of the adoption of the Declaration 
of Independence on July 4, 1776, the Liberty Bell 
was the first to be rung in the land proclaiming the 
jubilation of the people because of what they believed 
was a permanent guarantee of security. This bell was 
cast in England in 1750 and later recast in Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania, in the United States. On each an- 
niversary of the signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence it was rung until the year 1835 when it 
cracked. Efforts to repair it were unsuccessful and 
the bell was finally placed in the hallway of the Old 
State House in Philadelphia, where it is now on ex- 
hibition, resting on its original timbers. 

Cast into the Liberty Bell is a quotation from Le- 
viticus 25: 10 in the Bible: “Proclaim liberty through- 
out all the land unto all the inhabitants thereof!” The 
entire verse reads as follows: “And ye shall hallow the 
fiftieth year, and proclaim liberty throughout all the 
land unto all the inhabitants thereof: it shall be a 
jubilee unto you; and ye shall return every man unto 
his possession, and ye shall return every man unto his 
family.” 

Ye shall hallow the fiftieth year! This was the 
Jubilee Call and was basically essential to the im- 
plementation of the proclamation of liberty to all the 
inhabitants of the land. Because of the failure to rec- 
ognize this, and to pay heed to the whole law of which 
the Biblical phrase inscribed upon our Liberty Bell is 
a part, our nation has fallen far short of obtaining the 
full measure of liberty it was seeking. 

Under the Law of the Lord every man had an in- 
vestment in the land, a freehold, or estate, from 
which he could not be alienated forever, or else he 
would become a bondsman. The right to that freehold, 
which could not be taken from him or his family by 
any process of law or through taxation, vested in him as 
an individual the essence of the liberty that was to be 
proclaimed under the Jubilee Call. When the year of 
Jubilee came, if he was in debt personally, or his 
freehold was in the possession of another, he was set 
free from debt and he was permitted to return to his 
original possession as a free man. 


The very purpose for which the Jubilee was institut. 
ed was the prevention of oppression and bondage so 
that all men might have a continuing inheritance in 
the land and in order that a man might not impoverish 
his heirs. This Law of Release was designed to safe. 
guard a nation of free people. While men could dis. 
pose of their freehold between Jubilees, that transfer 
was never an outright sale; rather, it constituted a lease 
covering at the most the years remaining to the next 
Jubilee when it must be returned to the original own- 
er or to his heirs. 

In adopting a quotation from the Jubilee Call as a 
motto for the Liberty Bell, our founding fathers failed 
to recognize that it is obedience to the whole Jubilee 
Call that will insure the liberty to which it refers; that 
is, the inalienable right of every man to a freehold 
estate secure from confiscation either through debt 
or taxation. Millions of people today are without any 
inheritance in the land and those who do possess farms 
and country homes are subject to confiscatory levies 
which, unless met year after year, will bring about the 
seizure of personal possessions. Thus, there is the 
constant threat of dispossession hanging over the heads 
of thousands of land and home owners. Under the Law 
of the Lord the freeholder knew that he could re- 
possess his holdings in the Jubilee year without money 
and without price. 

The United States of America had an auspicious 
beginning as a nation, with the adoption of a remark- 
able Constitution designed to guarantee good govern- 
ment and justice and equity for all of its citizens. 
Therefore, it may be of more than passing significance 
that the very bell bearing the inscription from the 
Jubilee Call, which had rung each year commemorat- 
ing the signing of the Declaration of Independence, 
should, after fifty years, suddenly crack so that it 
could be rung no more. 

The silencing of the Liberty Bell conspicuously 
marked the end of a Jubilee of years from the Procla- 
mation of Independence, emphasizing our national 
failure to obey this commandment of our God, the 
Author of our liberties. The inevitable consequences 
have followed until today scant attention is paid to the 
subtle undermining of the principles of liberty em 
bodied in the Constitution of the United States by men 
who have it in their power to do so in order to further 
their devious designs. Meanwhile, the Divinely-given 
right of free men to an inheritance in the land 1s 
marred by exorbitant tax levies, making it a mockery 
to proclaim liberty throughout our land to all the i- 
habitants thereof under the Jubilee Call.

‘Disarmament “Delusions THE FIVE-MAN United 
Nations Disarmament 


Subcommittee, meeting in London, has ended without 
accomplishment. During his recent visit to England 
Khrushchev talked with Harold Stassen, telling him that 
he desires to cut armed forces right now and then worry 
later about schemes for inspection. Khrushchev styled 
the U. S. plan for “open skies” inspection as nothing 
more than a trick to permit U. S. planes to photograph 
bomb targets in Russia. He summarily rejected U. S. in- 
sistence that German reunification must be a precondi- 
tion of general disarmament—a provision to which the 
Soviets will never agree. 

This is it! The weeks of negotiation have all been for 
naught, with nothing whatever accomplished except to 
supply further evidence of the uselessness of trying to 
come to any terms with the Russians. We wonder if the 
light will ever begin to dawn in the West among its 
political leaders of the utter futility of conferring with 
the Kremlin at any time, in any place, on any subject 
that is not completely in step with what Soviet Russia 
wants to do. It is hopeless to discuss with them any 
issue looking to the solution of East-West tensions. So- 
viet Russia does not wish to ease tensions; her desire 
is to increase them if by so doing she can cause further 
trouble for the West and do it in such a way that the 
West will be compelled to commit national hara-kiri 
while the East looks on. 

Western representatives are certainly doing their best

to oblige the Kremlin, as evidenced by Soviet successes 
and the tremendous propaganda value accruing to the 
Soviet Union through the blunders of Western diplo- 
macy. Will Western governmental leaders ever awaken 
to the fact that the sole purpose in Soviet moves to hold 
conferences with them is to increase disunity in the 
West and intensify as much as possible the general con- 
fusion behind which the East is feverishly preparing 
for armed conflict? For Soviet Russia is not interested 
in disarmament—only in disarming the West! 





Foothold in the ONE ovuTstanninc fact of history 

° has been the unrelenting opposi- 
Middle East. tion of the British Empire to Rus- 
sion aggression in the latter's agelong endeavor to se- 
cure a footing in the Middle East. The Czars of Russia 
ceaselessly sought for an opportunity to obtain an out- 
let in the Mediterranean Sea through Turkey and the 
Dardanelles and thus dominate Palestine. 

Every move made by Russia in the past looking to at- 
tain this objective has found Great Britain in opposition 
and at times at war with Russia to prevent their con- 
quest of territory in this area. The Crimean War of 
1854-56 between Russia and Turkey was initiated with 
the aim on the part of Russia of gaining a foothold in 
the Middle East. Great Britain, with France helping, 
went to the assistance of Turkey. The Powers had be- 
come alarmed at the aggressive policy of Nicholas I, 
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Czar of Russia, who desired to extend his empire into 
Turkey. The dispute of Russia with Turkey, which was 
the ostensible occasion for the war, related to the holy 
places in Jerusalem. Russia was defeated in this attempt 
to establish a footing in the Middle East. 

It has remained for Soviet Russia to at last find 
within her grasp what the Czars were unable to seize 
hold of: a definite place and voice in the affairs of the 
Middle East. As pointed out in Trends for May 1956, 
this has now become an accomplished fact: 


“Down through the centuries, Russian leaders sought to 
win influence in the Middle East. They never made it—until 
now. Last week in London, the joint British-Soviet com- 
muniqué officially recognized Russia as a Middle East 
power. [Italics ours.] The two powers pledged themselves 
to support the UN in ‘strengthening peace in the Palestine 
area. This means that the West now is committed to seek a 
Middle East solution acceptable to the Soviet Union, since 
the latter has the power of veto in the UN Security 
Council.” 

Now Soviet Russia is in a strong position to sabotage 
any move to secure permanent peace in the Middle 
East. The importance of all this cannot be too strongly 
emphasized, for it demonstrates the accuracy of the 
statement made in Destiny that the power of the Holy 
People has been broken. The Angel announced to Dan- 
iel the importance of the time when this would become 
apparent: 


“And when he shall have accomplished to scatter the 
power of the holy people, all these things shall be finished.” 
(Dan. 12: 7.) 


Ferrar Fenton translates this: 


“And when they have completely broken to pieces the 
power of the Holy People, all these would be accom- 
plished.” 

Moffatt ends this verse with the following rendering: 
“Then the end of all should arrive.” 

The actuality of the shattered power of the Anglo- 
Saxon nations was officially announced by President 
Eisenhower and Prime Minister Churchill in their joint 
communiqué of June 28, 1954 at the end of one genera- 
tion of forty years from the beginning of World War I 
in 1914. As pointed out in “Deliverance Through Trou- 
ble,” Destiny for September 1954: 


“It is certain that the Berlin Conference, followed by that 
of Geneva, were major markers denoting an acceleration in 
the disintegration of the present world order. A hesitant 
Western world, which refuses to face up to the challenge 
of International Communism, is doing nothing to stem the 
drift toward international chaos. The futility of the Geneva 
talks, and deteriorating relations between Britain and the 
United States, forced a hasty Washington Conference be- 
tween Sir Winston Churchill, Mr. Anthony Eden, President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles. Following that 
conference a communiqué was issued by the leaders of 
these two great nations which has had no equal in inanity. 

“June 28, 1954, closing the Washington Conference, may 
go down in history as the date of the consummation of su- 
preme efforts on the part of President Eisenhower and Sir 
Winston Churchill in the attainment of great trifles! There 
was the reaffirmation of the Atlantic Charter, the provisions 
of which were completely scuttled at Tehran, Yalta and 
Potsdam. This was followed by the unrealistic offer of the 
hand of friendship to all nations which desire to participate 
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in a true peace, at the same time covenanting to use “every 
peaceful means’ to secure the independence of countries 
whose people want it. Meanwhile, Korea stands as a monu- 
ment to the inability of the Western powers to secure peace 
for a small nation that desires it by peaceful or any other 
means. In any attempt to loosen the stranglehold of the 
Soviet tyrants over subjected people, no peaceful means, 
however resourceful, will set the Baltic States free; nor will 
peaceful means prevent further aggression in the Far East, 
or a Soviet coup in the Middle East... . 

“The fiasco at Geneva has brought out into the open for 
all the world to see quite clearly what the entire scope of 
the diabolical program of International Communism is. The 
inability of the Anglo-Saxon world to meet this menace with 
a united front has been equally well demonstrated by the 
failure of the Washington Conference and Sir Winston 
Churchill’s refusal to recognize the impossibility of doing 
business with the Kremlin and its satellites on any terms ac- 
ceptable to the free world. On the 40th anniversary date of 
the assassination of Archduke Francis Ferdinand of Austria, 
which made World War I inevitable, how the mighty have 
fallen! ... 

“Did the Washington Conference demonstrate the broken 
power of the Anglo-Saxon world? If this is a correct ap- 
praisal of the outcome of that gathering of governmental 
heads on June 28, 1954, then the Angel's reference to 1260 
days in the same verse that refers to the breaking of the 
power of the Holy People may very likely define the com- 
mencement of the time of perplexity and trouble that will 
ensue. Between June 28, 1954 and December 9, 1957 there 
are 1260 days, and this latter date is also the end of an im- 
portant 40-year generation from the taking of Jerusalem by 
General Allenby in 1917. There was an interval of 1260 
days between the beginning of the generation when peace 
was taken from the earth in 1914 and the taking of Jeru- 
salem on December 9, 1917 and there is a similar interval 
of time closing this 40-year generation, dating from 1954 
to 1957.” (Pages 302-303. ) 

It is quite significant that 666 days after June 28, 
1954, brings us to April 2, 1956, when both Khrushchev 
and Bulganin, representing the Soviet government, were 
in London negotiating with the British government. In 
“A Fateful Week” (this issue), Mr. J. Bernard Nicklin 
refers to the diary of events during the visit of these 
Russian leaders and it was on April 24th that they had 
their talks with Prime Minister Eden at No. 10 Down- 
ing Street. 

Did President Eisenhower and former Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill write out the decree announcing that the 
power of the Holy People was broken in their joint 
communiqué of June 28, 1954, and did Prime Minister 
Eden apply the punctuation mark to their pronounce- 
ment? It would seem that Sir Anthony Eden certainly 
did so by officially recognizing Soviet Russia as a Mid- 
dle Eastern power who must now be reckoned with in 
any discussions concerning that territory. 





Underminin g the Decisions or the Supreme 

— Court of the United States to- 
Constitution day are interfering with states 
rights and flouting the majority rule of Congress. If the 
present trend continues, it will be the Supreme Court, 
and not the representatives of the people, who will 
make the laws and rule our nation. The disquieting fact 
is that a definite liberal trend is being established in the 
decisions rendered under Chief Justice Earl Warren 
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and concurred in by Justices Hugo Black, Felix Frank- 
furter and William O. Douglas. 

In actual fact our nation is now facing a serious Con- 
stitutional crisis because of the actions of the type of 
men who have been appointed to the Supreme Court. 
This situation began to come to the forefront when 
former President Roosevelt sought to mold court opin- 
ions according to his political philosophy by undertak- 
ing to pack the Supreme Court with political appointees 
who would do his bidding. The last few years have 
clearly shown that through the elevation of politicians 
to become justices of the Supreme Court the checks and 
balances our forefathers envisioned to keep the Execu- 
tive, Legislative and Judicial branches of government 
separate are fast becoming meaningless. The ultimate 
results, unless soon checked, will be the destruction 
of Constitutional guarantees which have made this a 
great nation. 

It is quite interesting to discover that the develop- 
ment of just such a Constitutional crisis was foreseen 
through a mastery of the revelation embodied in the 
Great Pyramid. The following excerpts from “Talks on 
the Great Pyramid” by David Davidson (July 1925) are 
a significant beforehand appraisal of the very crisis we 
now face: 

“The Great Pyramid’s message of salvation is to the in- 
dividual. Its message of the Kingdom is to the organized 
community. In this dual message, two alternative and an- 
tagonistic conditions are portrayed for our time. The choice 
for the individual and the State is the same: Christ or Chaos. 

“The first principles governing the Great Pyramid month 
datings, therefore, define that there are only two actual po- 
litical parties and that both are spiritual. These are the 
Messianic Party and the Anti-Messianic Party. No merely 
human political party or system of government can possibly 
hope to combat successfully the human machinery of the 
Anti-Messianic Party unless it derives its life and impulse 
from the Messianic Party. This is the real message of the 
Great Pyramid’s prophecy for our times. The message is ad- 
dressed to the British Race and means that the Constitu- 
tional Governments of the British Empire and the United 
States of America are on the threshold of Constitutional 
crises through which only the power of Jesus Christ can 
bring them safely. 

“It is true that there is the Gospel of Salvation for the 
individual but there is also the Gospel of the Kingdom for 
the organized community. The latter is not a spiritual King- 
dom in Heaven, but Christ’s Kingdom on earth, and we are 
living in the days in which no constitution will survive ex- 
cept by having Jesus Christ as the acknowledged Head and 
Counsellor in State deliberations and decisions. . . . 

“By the authority of His Name, the civilization that de- 
spised Him, and rejected Him, has at length claimed the 
material harvest of His spiritual sowing. Having become for- 
getful of His admonition—‘Seek ye first the Kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness, and all these things shall be 
added unto you’—civilization is now being stripped of ‘those 
things’ to prepare mankind to seek for ‘the Kingdom of 
God.’ For lacking the Spirit, civilization is now failing as our 
Lord Jesus Christ said it would fail. Bereft of His Spirit, and 
acclaiming only His Name—praising in word and ‘despising 
and rejecting’ in Spirit—civilization is tottering to its fall.” 

The above observations and conclusions were origi- 
nally published over thirty years ago and the very Con- 
stitutional crisis Mr. Davidson foresaw as revealed in 
the Great Pyramid is now upon us. During the three 
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years following the Great Pyramid’s terminal dating of 
August 20, 1953, we have witnessed a rapid deteriora- 
tion in those processes foreshadowing this crisis, made 
more acute by radical Supreme Court decisions. 

In “Suppressed Information,” Destivy for January 
1956, it was pointed out that in turning to left-wing 
sources to justify their decision on segregation, the Su- 
preme Court has shown to what extent that august 
body has fallen from its former high estate: 


“A dangerous influence has been established over the 
members of the court of last resort in our land when the 
Supreme Court judges cite Communist propaganda as “‘mod- 
ern scientific authority.” (Page 5.) 

The recent decision invalidating State sedition laws 
is but another step in destroying states rights by liberal 
decisions contrary to Congressional intentions. It is ap- 
parent that we are confronted with two powerful, an- 
tagonistic forces: one exemplifies equity and righteous- 
ness and the other is personified by subversive move- 
ments toward the left. Behind the engendered strife lies 
the choice between the doctrines of the Kingdom of our 
Lord Jesus Christ and its laws and the doctrines of 
Communism upholding the teachings of Karl Marx, 
which were designed to prepare the way for a classless 
society subservient to the state. 

Unless there is a halt in the trend toward those “inter- 
nationalist” philosophies supporting the latter choice, 
the day may come when there will no longer be a court 
in the free lands of the United States of America or 
Britain where the people can appeal for justice. We - 
have already moved so far along the road to ultimate 
world chaos that only Jesus Christ Himself can bring 
about deliverance from the inevitable destruction ahead 
and save those who trust in Him from being over- 
whelmed in the coming collapse of modern civilization. 





cA FeStering Sore, THE VERY EXISTENCE of the 
Zionist state in the Middle 


East, coupled with the methods adopted by those re- 
sponsible for bringing it into being, has created a fes- 
tering sore that will be a continuing irritation and cause 
of trouble among nations. There is no cure for this 
apart from a major operation, for having carved a state, 
through violence and bloodshed, out of territory occu- 
pied by others, the rule of the sword will continue in 
spite of every effort to the contrary. 

Dag Hammarskjold, Secretary-General of the United 
Nations, has succeeded in securing cease-fire agree- 
ments from the contending states, but the festering 
sore is still in existence because the roots of the irrita- 
tion were left untouched. Any agreement that fails to 
recognize this and treat the cause will fall short of 
reaching the real source of the aggravation and, by this 
failure, will be unable to bring about a permanent solu- 
tion. 

It has been made quite clear that the Arabs are com- 
mitted to the ultimate destruction of the Israeli state. It 
is also quite clear that, regardless of optimistic reports 
by the Secretary-General of the UN, a showdown is 
brewing between the Jews and the Arabs in the Middle 
East, with Soviet Russia egging on both Arabs and Jews 
into committing aggressive acts. No major issues have 
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been resolved by the cease-fire agreements. What of the 
Arab economic boycott of the Israeli state; the closing 
of the Suez Canal to their shipping; the Israelis’ plans 
for diverting the waters of the Jordan for irrigation pur- 
poses? 

Furthermore, the question of displaced Arabs driven 
from their homes by the Jews has become a gangrenous 
factor daily intensifying the hatred of the Arabs for 
the Jews. Augmenting this was the report of the pro- 
posed march of Arab refugees, at least 250,000 strong, 
composed of men, women and children, into Israeli ter- 
ritory to reclaim the homes from which they were for- 
cibly ejected. The potentialities for real trouble, if such 
a move were made, are beyond calculation. It would 
completely nullify all the terms written into the cease- 
fire agreements. 

The very armed conflict the United Nations, through 
its Secretary-General, is trying to avert would follow 
the bloodshed resulting from such a march. At any time 
the failure of the United Nations to act to solve this 
one problem, compelling the unfortunate Arab refugees 
to eke out an existence as best they can under miser- 
able circumstances, may backfire and ignite the entire 
Middle East in a conflagration that will spread until all 
nations are involved in World War III. 





eA Frighten ing BECAUSE OF its importance, and 
so that every citizen may be made 
‘Develop ment» aware of the frightening trends 
away from the administration of justice in our land, we 
are publishing without comment the following excerpts 
from a radio broadcast delivered on May 6, 1956: 


“Cynics say the judiciary in the United States has so de- 
preciated, the legal profession has so degenerated, that you 
do not hire lawyers any more—you hire fixers. . . . In re- 
cent years decent, law-abiding Americans have become so 
brainwashed by the persistence of perfidy that we watch a 
politician spend $50,000 trying to get himself elected to a 
$12,000 judgeship and we don’t even bother to ask why 
any more. We have seen so many $10,000 judges living in 
$100,000 luxury that we are surprised when we find one 
who doesn’t. Somewhere, since the days of powdered wigs 
and indelible judicial principles, we allowed our legal pro- 
fession to be taken over by the political profession and adopt 
its ethics. 

“Now understand that I am keenly conscious that there 
are many honorable men in every echelon of the legal pro- 
fession, men of uncompromising integrity. It is unfortunate 
that, however I qualify my remarks tonight, the decent ones 
are going to get smeared with the hurried sweeps of a wide 
brush. But I number enough of these ethical, high-principled 
jurists and lawyers among my friends to know that they are 
the very ones who realize most why it is time now for some- 
body to say these things out loud. 

“Probably even I would not have brought this subject out 
of the hush-hush shadowland and into the light tonight ex- 
cept that the erosion of our traditions is apparent now all 
the way to the Supreme Court of the land, and there resides 
the last good hope of free men. Now the Supreme Court has 
not done anything to make me mad in the past week; as far 
as I know it is not about to. I saved this subject purposely 
for a time when my views could not be construed as an 
attempt to influence a high court decision, although I will 
confess the malted milk hit the fan when Governor J. 
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Bracken Lee of Utah was unable to get a bona fide com- 
plaint brought to a court test. . . . I mean the fact that 
Governor Lee was denied even a legal hearing on his com- 
laint. 

" “Many have tried to make noise; only because J. Bracken 
Lee was a governor did he make news. He says this country 
has no Constitutional right to take his money and send it to 
some foreign country. I don’t know whether he is right or 
wrong, and he doesn’t know. We are not Constitutional 
lawyers. All he says is, ‘Let’s have a test; let’s find out.’ But 
when he refused to pay a part of his taxes, the government 
did not sue him. They pulled a fast legal end-around, 
slapped a lien on his bank account, and the bank officials de- 
cided they had no alternative but to give the government the 
money. No trial, no hearing, no anything. Now whether you 
agree with Governor Lee is unimportant here; what is 
frightening is the ease with which a government created by 
and for the people suddenly can reverse itself and take sides 
against the people and leave them no recourse. 

“Eventually, if there is a sufficient clamor from you, there 
may be a court test of this case and that is when the whole 
matter will get tossed into the laps of the members of the 
highest court in the land—the Supreme Court. I wonder if 
you fully realize the importance of that body? The men who 
blueprinted the Republic intended that the Supreme Court 
would stand guard over your Constitution. That’s the one 
document that says you are as big as anybody; indeed, you 
are as important as the government itself. 

“The Constitution of the United States is the bible of 
Civil Law—the Commandments, if I might define it thus. 
The Constitution says you, personally and individually, have 
inalienable rights. Nobody can take them away, no Presi- 
dent, no Congress; nobody, that is, except the guardians of 
that Constitution—the nine justices of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. They interpret it; they decide if it means 
what it says; or whether, for example, a treaty can alter it 
and caricel your rights. 

“Professional safe-crackers, foreign and domestic, are con- 
stantly trying to tear holes in that Constitution now. If the 
corruptions and the distortions of justice which have become 
so familiar to us at lower levels of the American judiciary 
extend to that august body, then who stands guard over you 
and your rights? Nobody. 

“And that was what Senator George Smathers’ concern 
was recently when he introduced legislation specifying that 
the Supreme Court should be the finest collection of trained 
and experienced jurists who can be assembled. It’s not, you 
know. I realize these are the words of a man with more gall 
than good sense. Attacking a system so entrenched and so 
fortified with but a few pebbles of truth in my frayed sling- 
shot is utterly foolhardy I suppose. And yet if John Peter 
Zenger [1734] had been a wiser man, we would not now 
enjoy freedom of the press. And if we are to retain it and 
our precious few other remaining freedoms, maybe it is go- 
ing to take some Bracken Lees who have clean records, and 
firm convictions, and thick hides, and not too much delicacy. 

“So here for your appraisal are those few pebbles. These 
will not topple the Goliaths, but they may awaken the sleep- 
ing electorate to protest. Federal judgeships, with too few 
exceptions, are passed out as political plums, like post- 
masterships—a political debt must be paid, a political obliga- 
tion must be created, a friend must be rewarded. Perhaps 
the turning point was the court packing of the thirties. Some 
Presidents treat the high court with more respect than 
others, but the idea that it is a place for political patronage 
persists. Tonight, Americans, of these men who stand guard 
over your rights, of these men who must interpret the Con- 
stitution and sit in judgment, two of them previously were

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the fevered tumult of the Middle East, insofar as 

military alarms were concerned, although Cairo 
Radio’s “warrior propagandists” continued to wage 
their war of words. Doubtless, in the eyes of the world 
at large, the UN Truce Mission will have reaped the 
credit for this queer intermission, following immedi- 
ately upon the puzzling failure of Egyptian forces to 
retaliate over the brutal bombardment of the hospital 
in Gaza on April 5th. 

The fact of the matter is that the 12th of April, this 
year, coincided with the ninth month of the Mohamme- 
dan calendar, thus inaugurating the festival of Rama- 
dan, during which month “the faithful are required to 
fast from dawn to sunset.” As a consequence, however, 
of the modern interpretation of this ancient observance, 
those who fast all day but “feast all night” find they 
have “no stomach for the fight” by the time the sun 
comes up again on yet another day. 

Under General Burns, the UN Truce Commission is 
doing the best it is possible to do under conditions 
which make its task virtually impossible. The Commis- 
sion has no real power despite the fact that the author- 
ity it claims is recognized officially by the respective 
rival governments ruling in Jerusalem. 

Perforce the Commission plays the role of a coroner 
at an inquest. It is limited to investigating incidents 
after they have occurred but has no means of determin- 
ing the course of events before they happen. Moreover, 
the Observers appointed by the Commission act like 
umpires at military maneuvers, charged with the unen- 
viable task of trying to determine who has eliminated 
whom. Their reports, sent to UN Headquarters, assay- 
ing to answer the question: “Who dun it?” are more 
academic than effective, since the apportionment of 
praise or blame is no substitute for the exercise of a 
sovereign authority capable of actively applying re- 
straint upon those who do things so that they may be 
definitely deterred from doing the things they do. 


Israeli Women Soldiers 


At the military review held at Haifa on Israel's Inde- 
pendence Day (celebrating in 1956 the eighth anniver- 
sary of the birth of the Israeli state), women soldiers 
marched in the parade, carrying Unzi submachine guns, 
which are now the standard personnel weapon in the 
Israeli army. Subsequently, photographs were released 
to the world’s press, showing Jewish girls in their teens 
undergoing compulsory military training and complet- 
ing an assault course of a type normally reserved for 
tough commando units. Other pictures released por- 
trayed little girls from the age of twelve being drilled 
in military formation in the streets of Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem. 

Is this the kind of thing that the land of Palestine 
was meant to see? World opinion is more likely to re- 
coil from the prospect of such scenes being enacted in 
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the Holy Land than feel roused to admiration. In the 
eyes of all who truly venerate the land of Israel, the 
Holy Land remains in their estimation a Glorious Land, 
the “joy of the whole earth.” Such scenes are making 
the Holy Land unholy. What must such desecration 
seem in the eyes of God, of whose loving care for the 
land the following pregnant words are written: “A land 
which the Lord thy God careth for: the eyes of the Lord 
thy God are always upon it, from the beginning of the 
year even unto the end of the year” (Deut. 11: 12). 
In the light of this pronouncement, those who are re- 
sponsible for this desecration are not to be envied, nor 
is their fate likely to be a cause for wonder when it falls 
upon them, as it surely will, during the coming Year of 
Recompense for the Controversy of Zion. 

The Haifa military parade took place “along a route 
lined with scores of Israeli flags,” as The Sphere shows 
clearly in its de luxe quality photographs of this occa- 
sion. These flags were emblazoned with the Shield of 
David against a background of blue and white stripes. 
What is this? It is not the heraldry of Judah. Everyone 
recognizes the Shield of David as the symbol adopted 
by World Jewry everywhere as their distinctive heraldic 
emblem. By contrast, the heraldry of Judah is a lion; 
the lion of the tribe of Judah. 

Up to the year 1948 when the Mandate was sus- 
pended, the heraldry of Judah and Israel (i.e., the Lion 
and Unicorn) was boldly displayed over the entrance 
to the residence of the High Commissioner, who repre- 
sented the sovereignty of the British Throne or Crown 
in its functional capacity as the modern representation 
of the Throne of David. Today the Royal Arms have 
been taken down and the residence is occupied by the 
UN Truce Commission as their headquarters. For those 
who know the Scriptures, and believe all that the 
prophets have spoken, this is a sign sufficiently signifi- 
cant to show that the present occupation of the land 
by those who have usurped the role of “all the House 
of Israel wholly” (Ez. 11: 15), is a transitory phenome- 
non only and not one destined to endure for more than 
a strictly limited period of duration. 


Return to Zton 


The return to Zion, as envisaged in the prophecies of 
Holy Writ, differs obviously in nature from the mate- 
rialisitc activities characterizing the Zionist experiment 
which has been striving to flourish since the advent of 
the Israeli state. Indeed, such are the actualities of the 
case that existing conditions themselves suffice to refute 
the claims of those who pretend to see in Zionist aspira- 
tions a fulfillment of Isaiah’s prophecy declaring that 
“the ransomed of the Lord shall return, and come to 
Zion with songs and everlasting joy upon their heads.” 
Again, Isaiah elaborates by adding that when the re- 
deemed and ransomed of the Lord return to Zion, “they 
shall obtain gladness and joy; and sorrow and mourning 
shall flee away” (Isa. 35: 10 & 51: 11). 
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Sorrow and sighing have not flown away since Zion- 
ist zealots dispersed the Arabs from their homes in 
1948, nor is there any prospect of mourning fleeing 
away in the immediate future. From these facts alone, 
apart from other relevant considerations, it is evident 
that the fulfillment of Zionist ambitions does not coin- 
cide with the predicted return of the redeemed people 
to whom the prophecies of Isaiah refer. 


Israel in the Isles 


Isaiah himself puts the prospective picture into 
proper perspective for us by identifying the redeemed 
people (to whom his message from chapter 40 onward 
is specifically addressed) as being Israel in the Isles. 
This provides a vital cross-bearing on Ezekiel 11: 15 
which, as already stated, gives the key to the contro- 
versy of Zion, due to reach its climax soon. 

Moreover, an impartial examination of the evidence 
available makes it clear beyond refute that the claim 
of World Jewry (representing a remnant of Judah 
only) to rightful possession of the land of Israel is a 
false claim, since it is the so-called “lost ten tribes” who 
represent “all the House of Israel wholly.” 

In view of this appreciation of the position, it is some- 
what ironical to find that either singly or severally, Brit- 
ain, America and the United Nations organization, are 
accused alternatively of having been the instigators of 
this venture. Thus, on a recent occasion, Cairo Radio 
“launched itself into a paroxysm of exasperation at Brit- 
ain for being the perpetrator of the Palestine tragedy,” 
saying: 

“We shall always remember how Britain paved the way 
for the establishment of Israel in the very heart of the Arab 
world and how she aided and abetted Israel openly and se- 
cretly. We shall remember Britain day and night.” 


Even more incongruous, perhaps, is the fact that this 
particular news item appeared in the Daily Telegraph 
under a headline entitled: Britain and Israel. All of 
which goes to show how upside-down popular opinion 
can be on this controversial topic. Equally blindly and 
blithely does Cairo Radio descry the British for being 
“agents of Zionist aggression,” while conveniently for- 
getting the thousands of British servicemen who died in 
the course of maintaining law and order during the 
Jewish (Stern gang) rebellion prior to the termination 
of the Mandate. 


The Arab Revolt 


Meanwhile, in a special B.B.C. Radio Times article 
entitled “Tension in the Middle East,” the Editor traces 
the origin of Arab nationalism as “an explosive force” 
back to the Arab revolt in World War I, showing that 
it was only since World War II that, as a result of its 
hostility to the Israeli state, it had become “the domi- 
nant passion of the Arab world.” The writer defines one 
aspect of this controversy clearly when he avers: 


“Anti-Western sentiment has been fanned by the problem 
of Israel. Arabs regard Israel as a Western colony on Arab 
soil, planted there in direct contradiction to the promise of 
self-government given by Britain to the Palestine Arabs. 
Not only is the West considered as responsible for the exist- 
ence of Israel, but also for the Arab defeat in the Palestine 
war of 1948. 
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“Only an uneasy Armistice yet exists. Until there is peace 
between Arabs and Israel (of which unfortunately there is 
no early likelihood), all the consequent miseries and suffer- 
ings of the 900,000 refugees will be laid to the door of the 
West.” 


Meanwhile, when explaining the anxiety of the Cana- 
dian government over the “world tinderbox” in Pales- 
tine, Wilson Broadbent, commenting from Ottawa, de- 
clared: 


“Canadians believe that Colonel Nasser should be cut 
down to size quickly before it is too late, because he is a 
gambler in international politics, trying to hold the Western 
powers to ransom to satisfy his personal ambitions. Canada 
believes that the U. S. has much more to lose than the Brit- 
ish if Nasser is allowed to continue his game. 


The Jewish Vote 


“Washington apparently hopes that some settlement will 
occur without undue U. S. involvement. Canadians know 
what an election year in the U. S. is like. But it was in an 
election year, when the New York Jewish vote was impor- 
tant, that Mr. Truman snubbed Britain, and plumped for 
the creation of the state of Israel which is now the cause of 
all the trouble.” 


In a press dispatch from Washington the following 
day, a Times correspondent reports Mr. John Foster 
Dulles as having affirmed: 

“Israel, because of its much smaller size and population, 
could not win an arms race against the Arabs having access 
to Soviet bloc stocks. It would seem that Israel’s security 
could be better assured through measures other than the 
acquisition of additional arms, in circumstances which might 
exacerbate the situation. These other measures include re- 
liance on the United Nations, by which Israel was created.” 


A sensational announcement in the Daily Express on 
May 4th, under the caption, “Is it peace in the worlds 
biggest trouble spot?”, claimed that an agreement had 
been arrived at between Britain, America and Russia 
whereby the Baghdad Pact would “be put into cold 
storage,’ in return for which Russia would acknowledge 
that Britain “must maintain her oil supplies and is in the 
Middle East to stay.” 


Threatening Trouble Spot 


Claiming to have authentic advance information from 
a reliable source as to the precise terms of this agree- 
ment, arrived at as a result of the visit of Soviet leaders 
recently to Britain, Rene MacColl asserts: 


“Since the visit of Malenkov to London, Soviet official 
declarations have conformed to the Western approach to the 
Israeli problem and also to agreement regarding the neces- 
sity for maintaining the state of Israel on her present fron- 
tiers. If this understanding comes to pass, the pretensions 
and bluff of Egypt’s Colonel Nasser would be worthless. 
Nasser would be cut down to size. 

“Such an understanding between the three Great Powers 
concerning one of the world’s most threatening trouble spots 
would remove one of the greatest potential causes of World 
War III.” 


Certainly it would be a relief if it were possible to 
accept such a facile assurance, but apart from obtaining 
a temporary suppression of the symptoms of disease, 
such an understanding would do nothing radical to re-

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Christ as Creator

REATION HAS ever been a mys- 
( tery to the mind of man. 
Scientists and philosophers 
are still seeking the answers to ques- 
tions which puzzled Job in his day. 
And Job was no ordinary scientist 
for his time. He knew astronomical 
facts which were unknown in the 
Middle Ages of the Christian Era. 
For example, he knew that the earth 
was not flat: “He stretcheth out the 
north over the empty place, and 
hangeth the earth upon nothing” 
(26: 7). Job knew something about 
the movement of the stars in their 
constellations; and the way of the 
tides and the winds. “For he looketh 
to the ends of the earth, and seeth 
under the whole heaven; to make 
the weight for the winds; and he 
weigheth the waters by measure” 
(28: 24-25). 

Job was acquainted with many 
natural resources of the earth. He 
was informed about the science and 
art of metallurgy, as the following 
statements indicate. “Surely,” he de- 
clared, “there is a vein for the sil- 
ver, and a place for gold where they 
fine (refine) it. Iron is taken out of 
the earth, and brass is molten out 
of the stone. . . . As for the earth, 
out of it cometh bread: and under 
it is turned up as it were fire. The 
stones of it are the place of sap- 
phires: and it hath dust of gold” 
(28: 1-2; 5-6). 

But these things, Job said, are 
not to be compared to wisdom. He 
was conscious of his limitations; 
there were many things he did not 


know: 


“But where shall wisdom be found? 
And where is the place of understand- 
ing? Man knoweth not the price there- 
of; neither is it found in the land of 
the living. . . . It cannot be gotten for 
gold, neither shall silver be weighed 
for the price thereof. It cannot be 
valued with the gold of Ophir, with 
the precious onyx, or the sapphire. . . . 
No mention shall be made of coral, 
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or of pearls: for the price of wisdom 
is above rubies.” (Job 28: 12-18.) 


Some of the wonders of nature 
which were mysteries to Job have 
been revealed to modern scientists. 
In fact, the twentieth century is 
turning out to be an exciting period 
of Divine revealment. Yet there are 
myriads of mighty secrets that baf- 
fle men of science today quite as 
much as they did Job and his schol- 
arly friends. As the drama of Job 
unfolds in chapters 38 and 39, the 
Lord Himself propounds a number 
of these weighty problems with tell- 
ing sarcasm. Here are a few of 
them: 


“Where wast thou when I laid the 
foundations of the earth? Declare, if 
thou hast understanding. Who hath 
laid the measures thereof, if thou 
knowest? Or who hath stretched the 
line upon it? Whereupon are the found- 
ations thereof fastened? Or who laid 
the corner stone thereof; when the 
morning stars sang together, and all 
the sons of God shouted for joy? ... 
Have the gates of death been opened 
unto thee? Or hast thou seen the 
doors of the shadow of death?... 
Where is the way where light dwel- 
leth? and as for darkness, where is 
the place thereof? . . . Hath the rain a 
father? Or who hath begotten the 
drops of dew? . . . Canst thou bind 
the sweet influences of Pleiades, or 
loose the bands of Orion? . . . Know- 
est thou the ordinances of heaven? 
Canst thou set the dominion thereof 
in the earth? . . . Gavest thou the good- 
ly wings unto the peacocks? Or wings 
and feathers unto the ostrichP .. . 
Doth the hawk fly by thy wisdom, and 
stretch her wings toward the south? 
Doth the eagle mount up at thy com- 
mand, and make her nest on high?” 


One of the books in the Apocry- 
pha, The Wisdom of Solomon, con- 
tains passages of rare insight con- 
cerning the creative work of God. 
In the eleventh chapter, the author 
shows the magnitude of God’s vast 
universe in contrast to the affairs of 


men and the comparatively small 
world which we know. Speaking of 
the “Almighty hand” that created 
everything, the writer says: 


“But thou hast ordered all things in 
measure and number and _ weight. 
For thou canst shew thy great strength 
at all times when thou wilt; and who 
may withstand the power of thine arm? 
For the whole world before thee is as 
a little grain of the balance, yea, as a 
drop of the morning dew that falleth 
down upon the earth. But thou hast 
mercy upon all; for thou canst do all 
things, and winkest at the sins of men, 
because they should amend. For thou 
lovest all the things that are, and 
abhorrest nothing which thou hast 
made: for never wouldest thou have 
made any thing, if thou hadst hated 
it. And how could any thing have en- 
dured, if it had not been thy will? Or 
been preserved, if not called by thee? 
But thou sparest all: for they are 
thine, O Lord, thou lover of souls. For 
thine incorruptible Spirit is in all 
things.” (Wisdom of Solomon 11: 20- 
26; 12: 1.) 


As he contemplated the power 
and glory of God, the wise scribe 
was led to see the extreme folly of 
idolatry. Men desire to find God, 
he says, but “miserable are they, 
and in dead things is their hope,” 
because they worship gods which 
are the works of men’s hands. “And 
this,” he contends, “was an occasion 
to deceive the world: for men, serv- 
ing either calamity of tyranny, did 
ascribe unto stones and stocks the 
incommunicable name” (14: 21). 
The following excerpt is one of his 
impressive arguments against false 
worship: 


“Surely vain are all men by nature, 
who are ignorant of God, and could 
not out of the good things that are 
seen know him that is: neither by con- 
sidering the works did they acknow- 
ledge the workmaster; but deemed 
either fire, or wind, or the swift air, 
or the circle of the stars, or the vio- 
lent water, or the lights of heaven, to 
be the gods which govern the world. 
With whose beauty if they being de- 
lighted took them to be gods; let them 
know how much better the Lord of 
them is: for the first author of beauty 
hath created them. But if they were 
astonished at their power and virtue, 
let them understand by them, how 
much mightier he is that made them. 
For by the greatness and beauty of the 
creatures proportionably the maker of 
them is seen.” (Wisdom of Solomon 
13: 1-5.) 
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Chapter fifteen of this same book 
opens with an acknowledgment of 
the true God, which is one of the 
most memorable tributes in all lit- 
erature. It reads: 


“But thou, O God, art gracious and 
true, longsuffering, and in mercy or- 
dering all things. For if we sin, we are 
thine, knowing thy power: but we will 
not sin, knowing that we are counted 
thine. For to know thee is perfect 
righteousness: yea, to know thy power 
is the root of immortality.” 


It is a most interesting fact that 
Isaiah’s fortieth chapter, which 
marks the beginning of the prophet's 
message to redeemed Israel, urges 
the people to give special consid- 
eration to the creative power of 
God. The first two verses convey a 
message of Divine comfort to way- 
ward Israel. The next six verses state 
the great prophecy concerning the 
appearance of John the Baptist to 
herald the earthly visitation of 
Christ the Lord, Saviour and Re- 
deemer: 

“The voice of him that crieth in 
the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord, make straight in the desert 
a highway for our God. . . . And the 
glory of the Lord shall be revealed, 
and all flesh shall see it together: for 
the mouth of the Lord hath spoken 
it.” (Isa. 40: 3, 5.) 

Now we know that this Divine 
visitation was made in the Person 
of God the Son (Heb. 1: 1-3). It is 
important, therefore, to note two 
highly significant facts in the re- 
mainder of the chapter. First, verses 
nine through eleven identify the 
coming Lord as God Himself, and 
also as the Shepherd of Israel. “Be- 
hold your God! ... He shall feed 
his flock like a shepherd: he shall 
gather the lambs with his arm, and 
carry them in his bosom. . . .” Sec- 
ond, the remaining portion of the 
chapter stresses the majesty of God 
as Creator, and identifies the One 
who is coming with this creative 
work. A careful study of this amaz- 
ing chapter will be most reward- 
ing; it contains remarkable verifica- 
tion of the oneness which charac- 
terizes God the Father, God the 
Son, and God the Holy Spirit, from 
the genesis of creation to the con- 
summation of all the ages to come. 
To illustrate, we quote in part, be- 
ginning with verse 12: 

“Who hath measured the waters in 
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the hollow of his hand, and meted out 
heaven with the span, and compre- 
hended the dust of the earth in a 
measure, and weighed the mountains 
in scales, and the hills in a balance? 
Who hath directed the Spirit of the 
Lord, or being his counsellor hath 
taught him? . . . Behold, the nations 
are as a drop of a bucket, and are 
counted as the small dust of the bal- 
ance: behold, he taketh up the isles 
as a very little thing. . . . All nations 
before him are as nothing; and they 
are counted to him less than nothing, 
and vanity. 

“To whom then will ye liken God? 
Or what likeness will ye compare unto 
him? . . . Have ye not known? Have 
ye not heard? Hath it not been told 
you from the beginning? Have ye not 
understood from the foundations of 
the earth? It is he that sitteth upon the 
circle of the earth, and the inhabitants 
thereof are as _ grasshoppers; that 
stretcheth out the heavens as a curtain, 
and spreadeth them out as a tent 
to dwell in: that bringeth the princes 
to nothing; he maketh the judges of 
the earth as vanity. . . . To whom then 
will ye liken me, or shall I be equal? 
saith the Holy One. 

“Lift up your eyes on high, and 
behold who hath created these things, 
that bringeth out their host by num- 
ber: he calleth them all by names by 
the greatness of his might, for that 
he is strong in power; not one faileth. 
Why sayest thou, O Jacob, and speak- 
est, O Israel, My way is hid from the 
Lord, and my judgment is passed over 
from my God? Hast thou not known? 
Hast thou not heard, that the everlast- 
ing God, the Lord, the Creator of the 
ends of the earth, fainteth not, neither 
is weary? There is no searching of his 
understanding.” 


An orderly universe, moving with 
absolute scientific precision, could 
not have happened without the pur- 
pose and wisdom of a Supreme De- 
signer. We have seen from the 
Scriptures that God is the Master 
Geometrician who does all His crea- 
tive work according to exact laws 
of number, measure and weight. 
What would happen to our earth if 
something should upset the present 
balanced order in the solar system? 

Dr. Irving E. Howard brought up 
the subject a few months ago in his 
column, “Random Reflections,” and 
lets a famous scientist answer the 
question. It is worth repeating in 
full just as it appeared in Christian 
Economics: 


“Design demands a Designer! So 


argued our forefathers, but in recent 
times the argument from design has 
been neglected by an ultra sophisticat- 
ed generation. 

“However, Dr. A. Cressy Morrison, 
former president of the New York 
Academy of Sciences, has refurbished 
it in Man Does Not Stand Alone 
(Fleming H. Revell Co., 1944). He 
argues that it is possible to demon- 
strate mathematically that the universe 
could not have just happened, but was 
designed purposively. 

“Thus, he points out that the earth 
rotates on its axis at 1,000 miles per 
hour. If it rotated at only 100 miles 
per hour, our days and nights would 
be ten times as long as they are now, 
and the earth would alternately burn 
and freeze. Under such circumstances, 
vegetation could not live. 

“Again—the sun has a surface tem- 
perature of 12,000 degrees Fahren- 
heit and our earth is at the exact 
distance from it that it needs to be 
to get just enough heat and not too 
much. 

“The earth is tilted at an angle of 
23 degrees and this enables us to have 
four seasons; if it were not tilted at 
this angle, vapours from the ocean 
would move north and south, piling 
up continents of ice. 

“If the moon were not at the exact 
distance it is from the earth, the ocean 
tides would inundate the land mass 
completely twice a day. 

“If the ocean were just a few feet 
deeper than it is, the carbon dioxide 
and oxygen in the earth’s atmosphere 
would be completely absorbed and no 
vegetable life could exist on earth. 

“If the earth’s atmosphere were just 
a little thinner, many of the meteors 
which are now burned out in space 
would bombard us, setting great fires 
everywhere. 

“Did this delicate balance just hap- 
pen? Not a chance in ten million, says 
Dr. A. Cressy Morrison.” (Oct. 4, 
1955.) 


What does the New Testament 
have to say about the Lord Jesus 
Christ as Creator? Does it corrobo- 
rate what has been implied from 
statements quoted from the Old 
Testament? It does, indeed, with 
such an abundance of evidence that 
only a brief outline can be given 
here as suggestion for the study of 
this all-important subject. 

The Synoptic Gospels do not set 
forth a specific doctrine of Christ 
as Creator; they teach it, neverthe- 
less, by implication and illustration 
in reporting the remarkable things

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A Fateful Week

sachusetts, early in March of this year for discus- 

sions on the subject of the Bible day-periods com- 
ing to focus in national and international events and in 
world movements. Two rather ominous time-connec- 
tions were among those considered, which would expire 
during the month of April, and there was some conjec- 
ture as to their significance. 

The first would end April 7-11, 1956, when four times 
the desolator period on the solar scale (1290 days = 
desolation, viz., Dan. 12: 11; solar scale = 43 solar 
months), which is usually associated with major hap- 
penings, would terminate after Pearl Harbor and Ja- 
pan’s entry into World War II, December 7-11, 1941. 
This saw the fighting in Palestine and the arrival on the 
scene of Mr. Dag Hammarskjold, Secretary General of 
the United Nations, as mediator: 


I WAS THE WRITER'S pleasure to be in Haverhill, Mas- 
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The other date, noticeably marked, was April 16, 
1956, which fell 6 x 666 days after the end of hostilities 
in Europe—May 8, 1945—V-E Day. (The total uncon- 
ditional surrender of Germany was formally ratified by 
the German High Command in Berlin, under Russian 
supervision, on May 9.) The number “666” is the sinis- 
ter time-measure of an anti-God world system (Rev. 
13: 18) and in these day-periods its occurrence serves 
as a red light. Did anything of import happen on April 
16? 

This terminal saw the opening of the Baghdad Pact 
Conference at Teheran, at which Sir Walter Monckton 
led the British delegation and Mr. Roy Henderson 
(United States Deputy Undersecretary of State) was 
present as observer. 


“The present crisis springs directly from Russia’s decision 
to send arms to Egypt, thereby destroying the balance of 
power which it had been Anglo-American policy to main- 
tain. 

“The 1950 Tripartite Declaration guaranteeing peace in 
the area was based on the assumption that Britain, France 
and the United States could control the flow of arms reach- 
ing both Israel and the Arab States. Russia’s intervention 
has now deprived us of this trump card.” (Daily Telegraph 
—April 18.) 


To serve as a shield against any aggressive intentions 
on the part of Soviet Russia was the sole purpose of this 
Baghdad Pact. Any idea of dominating the pact, said 
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Sir Walter Monckton, was “out” so far as Britain was 
concerned. “If there are new imperialisms about, we 
know where they are—and it is not around this table.”

On April 17 came Russia’s reaction in the form of a 
new policy statement on the Middle East. Mr. Molotov 
declared that it “could serve” as a basis for talks be- 
tween the Soviet leaders (then on their way to Lon- 
don) and Sir Anthony Eden. 

“This Russian statement is a mixture of attack on the 
Western Powers and professions of Soviet willingness to co- 
operate in preserving peace in the Middle East. It places all 
emphasis on the need for measures to be taken through the 
United Nations rather than outside it.” (Daily Telegraph— 
April 18.) 

Meanwhile, Russian officials were arriving in Britain 
by plane preparatory to the visit of Marshal Nikolai 
Bulganin and Nikita Khrushchev. 

During their stay in Britain doors were thrown wide 
open for them to behold our treasures, examine our 
achievements and understand our way of life. Upon 
visiting Westminster Abbey they were conducted by 
Dr. Don to, among other places, the Jerusalem Cham- 
ber. They also went to St. Paul's Cathedral and to the 
Tower of London, where they were shown, and told 
the value of, the Crown Jewels. Other places visited in- 
cluded Buckingham Palace, the Houses of Parliament 
and the Royal Festival Hall. At the Mansion House 
they were entertained to lunch, and at the Royal Naval 
College, Greenwich, to dinner. They also went to Ox- 
ford, and were shown over the Atomic Energy Estab- 
lishment at Harwell. At Marham they witnessed a dis- 
play by the R. A. F. On another day the Russian leaders 
visited Birmingham and the British Industries Fair; on 
still another they visited Scotland and dined at Edin- 
burgh Castle. At Windsor Castle, on Sunday, April 22, 
they had an audience with Queen Elizabeth II. 

We find warnings in the Scriptures as to the impru- 
dence of exposing national resources to a potential 
enemy (see II Kings 20: 12-19). 

But the announced object of the visit of Marshal Bul- 
ganin and Mr. Khrushchev was a conference between 
them and Sir Anthony Eden and his Ministry as a step 
toward the lessening of international tension. A brief 
diary of events in this connection is as follows: 

April 18—Soviet leaders meet Sir Anthony and other 

Ministers at informal dinner. 
19—2%-hour Talk at No. 10 Downing Street. 
20—Two further meetings. Middle East and 
Disarmament discussed. 


- Meetings at Chequers. No communiqué. 


23—House of Commons dinner with Labor 
Party. 
24—Talks at No. 10 Downing Street. 
25—Anglo-Russian Talks end. 
On April 26, a Communiqué was issued summing up 
the results of the Talks. Among other things, it was 
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stated, under the heading of “Peace and Security,” that 
both sides “are convinced that the basis of friendly co- 
operation and peaceful co-existence of all countries, ir- 
respective of their social system, is respect for national 
independence and sovereignty, territorial integrity, and 
noninterference in the internal affairs of others.” Both 
parties agree “to help the United Nations in bringing 
about a peaceful solution of the dispute between the 
Arab States and Israel and thus strengthen peace and 
security in the Near and Middle East.” Both govern- 
ments, moreover, are agreed that “the solution of the 
disarmament problem would be of the utmost signifi- 
cance in the maintenance of universal peace.” 

The above sentiments are undoubtedly those of the 
British (and American) people. If they are genuinely 
those of the Soviet Government also, then nothing but 
good can come from these Talks. 

It is significant to notice that, measuring from the end 
of hostilities in World War II, the interval ending April 
25-26, 1956, when the above statement was issued, was 
just three times that given in Daniel for blessing; viz., 
1335 (ch. 12, v. 12):

Thus, again, we see the Law of Terminals operating. 
Peace Talks at both ends of the period, the time-cycle 
appropriately signifying peace. But there is something 
perplexing about this, for 3 x 1335 may also be ex- 
pressed as 14 x 286.1 days—and 286.1 is the number of 
displacement! 

3x 1335 = 4005 
14 x 286.1 = 4005 

Can it be that a double significance is here implied; 
that both blessing and displacement will ultimately re- 
sult from these London Talks? 
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When a statement of agreement is issued, everything 
depends upon whether the signatories can be trusted. 
What is Britain’s record? What is Soviet Russia's? 

At the Yalta Conference, on February 8, 1945, Wins- 
ton Churchill made the following statement: 

“We now have a chance of avoiding the errors of pre- 
vious generations and of making a sure peace. ... My 
hope is in the illustrious President of the United States and 
in Marshal Stalin, in whom we shall find the champions of 
peace, who, after smiting the foe, will lead us to carry on 
the task against poverty, confusion, chaos and oppression.” 

At the end of this Conference a communiqué was is- 
sued which included a joint declaration about Poland, 
and ran as follows: 
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“ . . as a result of our discussions we have agreed on 
the conditions in which a new Polish Provisional Govern- 
ment of National Unity may be formed in such a manner 
as to command recognition by the three major Powers. . . .” 

“.. . the Provisional Government which is now function- 
ing in Poland should therefore be reorganized on a broader 
democratic basis, with the inclusion of democratic leaders 
from Poland itself and from Poles abroad. 

“This Polish Provisional Government of National Unity 
shall be pledged to the holding of free and unfettered elec- 
tions as soon as possible on the basis of universal suffrage 
and secret ballot.” 


Did Soviet Russia respect these pledges? Sir Winston 
says: 


“As the weeks passed after Yalta it became clear that the 
Soviet Government was doing nothing to carry out our 
agreements about broadening the Polish Government to in- 
clude all Polish parties and both sides. . . . No progress 
of any kind was made in talks at Moscow. Time was on the 
side of the Russians and their Polish adherents, who were 
fastening their grip upon the country by all kinds of severe 
measures, which they did not wish outside observers to see. 
Every day’s delay was a gain to these hard forces.” 


He records other violations also: 


“We were all committed by the Declaration on Liberated 
Europe, so recently signed, to see that free elections and 
democratic governments were established in the countries 
occupied by the Allied armies. . . . On February 27 Vy- 
shinsky, who had appeared in Bucharest (Roumania) de- 
manded an audience of King Michael and insisted that he 
should dismiss the all-party government which he had 
formed. . . . Soviet tanks and troops deployed in the 
streets of the capital, and on March 6 a Soviet-nominated 
Administration took office. . . . The Russians had estab- 
lished the rule of a Communist minority by force and mis- 
representation. ...” 

In April he wrote: 

“The agreements and understandings of Yalta, such as 
they were, had already been broken or brushed aside by the 
triumphant Kremlin. New perils, perhaps as terrible as 
those we had survived, loomed and glared upon the torn 
and harassed world.” 

Thus, scarcely was the ink dry on the Yalta agree- 
ments than Soviet Russia had begun to violate the 
pledges she had made there by forcibly Communizing 
peoples instead of giving them national independence 
and respecting their sovereign territorial integrity. Her 
policy has brought chaos for millions instead of peace; 
tears instead of joy. 

The statements quoted above are culled from Sir 
Winston Churchill’s The Second World War, Vol. VI 
(pp. 316, 338, 367 and 445). 

For months he tried to remedy matters but could 
make no impression. At last a meeting of “the Three’— 
Stalin, President Truman and Churchill—was fixed to 
take place at Potsdam on July 17, 1945. Churchill and 
Truman met there on the day previous; the conference 
proper opened next day. Among other things, Churchill, 
during the meetings which followed, pleaded for justice 
to be done in the case of Poland, but his efforts were in 
vain. On July 25, his last attendance, he says: “Frus- 
tration was the fate of this final Conference of ‘the 
Three.’ ” 

Was it coincidence that the London Anglo-Soviet 
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Conference, April 18-25, 1956, should have occurred 
just three times 1290 (solar) days from the Potsdam 
Conference and that portion of it at which Churchill 
was present? In regard to the Comuniqué issued re- 
cently on April 26, deadlock was reached in the matter 
of European security. The statement reads: 


“The representatives of both countries attached particular 
importance to maintaining security in Europe, being con- 
vinced that peace and security in Europe are of determin- 
ing importance in preserving the peace of the world. But an 
understanding on the means to achieve that end was not 
reached.” 


On that count Dr. Adenauer described the Confer- 
ence as a failure.

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Has a change of heart been experienced in Russia? 
If such a thing has taken place, whatever views we 
hold, we would rejoice. On the other hand, is this “new 
look” merely a change of tactics—just make-believe? 

Consider what has happened in recent weeks prior 
to the Russian leaders’ visit. First came the surprising 
news that the Kremlin rulers have disowned Stalin. We 
suddenly woke up to find that this once-great hero of 
the Russian people had been knocked off his pedestal 
and disowned as a fraud and an enemy of the State. 

Then, on the very day Bulganin and Khrushchev set 
foot in England, Mikoyan, Soviet first Deputy Prime 
Minister, disclosed that the Cominform was to be for- 
mally dissolved. Another Soviet Minister explained that 
the decision had been taken “because each European 
Communist party is now ready for independent exist- 
ence without centralized direction.” 

At the same time came Russia’s right-about-turn re- 
garding her Middle East policy. The change in Soviet 
demeanor toward the British was found amusing and 
was much remarked upon by our friends. For instance: 


“It is difficult not to be worried about the oratorical versa- 
tility of Mr. Khrushchev, who has no better friends than the 
British when he is in England, after denouncing them vehe- 
mently when he was in India.” (Le Monde—April 23.) 


It was remarkable also how, during this visit, jam- 
ming within the Soviet Union of BBC Russian broad- 
casts lessened. Indeed, on April 21 it was reported from 
Wellington, New Zealand, that Russian news service 
was clearly heard there for the first time in about nine 
years. But as one observer has remarked: 


“Until Russia has proved with deeds and not just words 
that peace rather than mischief is her true aim, we cannot 
in any way justify relaxation of British efforts to protect our 
special interests.” 


“Comest thou peaceably?” many have asked suspi- 
ciously. It was strange how certain pointed questions 
put to Bulganin and Khrushchev were resented, as, for 
instance, when Socialists referred to a list of Social 
Democrats imprisoned behind the Iron Curtain, with a 
demand for their release from prisons and concentration 
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camps. Mr. Khrushchev was so outraged by the sugges- 
tion that he refused even to receive the list. 

Now we notice that this visit fell at the end of a cycle 
of 1290 days—the number of the Desolator, and that 
suggests war. But there are two kinds of war: one is 
waged from within, the other from without; one is hid- 
den, subversive, the work of an underground organiza- 
tion receiving its orders through secret channels from 
enemy headquarters; the other is a war conducted by a 
visible enemy using destructive weapons. Was the visit 
of the Soviet leaders intended to stir up the hidden war 
of Communism already being waged here under their 
direction? They laid great stress on extending trade re- 
lations with us. Is the real aim behind this to extend 
and strengthen the subversive forces of Communism in 
our midst? 

The ominous cycle “666,” also in evidence in the tim- 
ing of this visit, is the time-mark of a system that at 
times would be lamb-like and at other times would be 
beast-like. In other words, this “beast” that would have 
power at times to make “fire come down from heaven 
on the earth” (Is this the atom or hydrogen bomb?) 
would, in order to disguise its intentions, come masked 
and dressed up in the garb of a lamb—seemingly harm- 
less and peaceable. 

As already stressed in these pages, Russia in Bible 
prophecy would be at the head of a great confederacy, 
which is referred to, among other places, in Psalm 83. 
At the end she would take “crafty counsel” against 
God’s people; against Israel, the “hidden ones.” What- 
ever may be said to the contrary, Israel, the “lost” ten 
tribes headed by Ephraim and Manasseh, are not the 
Jews now in Palestine, who have never been “hidden” 
in any sense of the word. The Israel of God are to be 
looked for and found in the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples 
—particularly in the British Commonwealth and the 
United States. It is this group that is the chief target of 
the enemy, for they are hated by Soviet Russia. 

One other point bearing upon the recent visit, which 
also has a chronological connection, is the fact that at 
the commencement of the London Talks news was re- 
leased of a new Soviet bombardment weapon, fired 
from a gun, faster than sound, carrying an atomic war- 
head. When at Birmingham, England, on April 23rd, 
Khrushchev said: 


“I am quite sure that we have a guided missile with a 
hydrogen bomb that can fall anywhere in the world. In 
spite of that you do not want to trade with us.” 


Why this threat of hydrogen warfare? It may be re- 
called that the visit of these Soviet leaders to India in 
November was heralded by the announcement of the 
biggest-ever hydrogen explosion, as if to impress upon 
the rulers of India what will happen if they do not be- 
have themselves. But said Senator Symington: 


“If it is true, it is a significant and terrible warning to the 
American people and the free world.” 


Turning back to the Potsdam Conference, Sir Wins- 
ton Churchill recalls how, on July 17, 1945, Mr. H. L. 
Stimson called and laid before him a sheet of paper on 
which was written: “Babies satisfactorily born.” It 
means, he said, “that the experiment in the Mexican 
desert has come off. The atomic bomb is a reality.” On 
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July 24, he recalls also how President Truman went up 
to Stalin quietly and broke the news to him. “How did 
it go?” asked Churchill later. “He never asked a ques- 
tion,” replied Truman. “I was certain, therefore, that at 
that date Stalin had no special knowledge of the vast 
process of research upon which the United States and 
Britain had been engaged for so long, and of the pro- 
duction for which the United States had spent over four 
hundred million pounds in an heroic gamble,” writes 
Churchill. 

Once again we see the Law of Terminals operating— 
the atomic bomb at the beginning of the period and the 
atomic or hydrogen bomb at the end, and the number 
for desolation as the time-cycle!

which Jesus did day by day. What- 
ever Jesus may have taught on this 
subject was done not so much by 
words as by the demonstration of 
His God-like power. 

Jesus quietly asserted and used 
original superhuman power. When 
a leper came to Him for healing, 
“Jesus put forth his hand, and 
touched him, saying, I will; be thou 
clean. And immediately his leprosy 
was cleansed” (Matt. 8:3). The 
forgiveness of sins is a prerogative 
of the Godhead, which Jesus 
claimed and used ( Matt. 9: 2; Mark 
2:5). The Sabbath is a Divine in- 
stitution, yet Jesus said, “the Son of 
man is Lord also of the sabbath” 
(Mark 2: 28). Jesus calls the angels 
His own in Matthew 24: 31. 

Jesus claimed authority for Him- 
self; and delegated authority to His 
disciples (Matt. 10: 1); and “the 
unstated assumption is that it is by 
an original right inherent in Him- 
self.” He quieted the stormy sea as 
one who had the right to exercise 
power over it. He restored the dead 
to life on several occasions. To give 
life is the exclusive privilege of Cre- 
atorship. Another point to notice is 
that our Lord exercised this right in 
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His own name. Furthermore, His 
miracle of the loaves and fishes was 
an example of direct creation. 

Paul's Epistles abound in corrobo- 
rative evidence for the Creatorship 
of Jesus. The pre-existence of Christ 
is the central theme of Paul's teach- 
ings. The Rev. Nathan E. Wood 
writes with insight when he says: 


“The Pauline Christ of the Epistles 
is not merely the historic Christ, but 
more especially the Creative Principle 
both in the world and in man. Crea- 
tion is through Christ (Col. 1: 16). He 
is the causal agent, according to the 
eternal purpose. Hence all things are 
to be gathered up in Him (Eph. 1: 
10). Creation is for Him. He is the 
goal as well as the explanation of all 
creation. I Corinthians 8: 6 expands 
this idea, and makes Him both the 
source and the goal of all created 
things. He is the bond which holds 
the whole fabric of men and things 
together. This is the doctrine of the 
Divine immanence (Col. 1: 17), and 
sets forth Christ as the eternally exist- 
ent Creative Principle in all things. 
All this teaching is an amplification 
of the teaching of the Synoptics, and 
sets forth the cosmic relations of 
Christ in Creation in order to show 
more clearly His cosmic relations in 
Atonement and Salvation.” (Dict. of 
Christ & the Gospels, Vol. I, p. 382.) 


The Gospel of John opens up such 
new and profound conceptions of 
Jesus that space forbids discussing 
them at this time. It must suffice 
for the present to say that John in- 
cludes all that Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and Paul taught about Christ 
as Creator, but adds new and in- 
spired conceptions of his own. He 
teaches the pre-existence and au- 
thority of Jesus more fully than any- 
one else, excepting Paul. As Dr. 
Wood says in his conclusion: 


“But these conceptions of Christ, 
as well as those which St. John and 
the Synoptist have in common, rest 
on the fact of His having mediated the 
creation of all things. His rights in 
the whole creation, as well as the ob- 
ligations which He has toward it, grow 
out of the fact of His Creatorship. The 
eternal and universal characteristics of 
both incarnation and reconciliation are 
grounded in the creational character 
of Jesus Christ.” 


These profound truths are essen- 
tials for the world today. We are 
living in a time when men, even 
high churchmen, are belittling the 
majesty of Christ Jesus in a deter- 
mined effort to reduce Him to the 
level of sinful humanity. O Israel, 
behold your God!

F ANY attempt were made to trace the labyrinth of 
| contradictions, clashing ideas and changes in West- 

ern policy, volumes could be written. But it seems 
to us that no good purpose could be served by discus- 
sing that side of the present situation. 

Russia's main objectives in the Middle East and 
Central Asia are to gain control of the world’s most 
vital strategic area and to offset the future development 
of China. Despite many assurances to the contrary, 
Russia has been pressing, and continues to press, the 
Arab States to eliminate Israel on the one hand and all 
Western influence on the other. Somewhat naturally, 
the Soviet Union uses various local sentiments in order 
to achieve this. The Western Powers do not fully agree 
amongst themselves about the right policy to follow in 
North Africa, the Middle East and Central Asia; nor 
is there complete agreement between politicians in 
any one member country of the Western combine. 

China is quite aware of Russia's policy and is, there- 
fore, all the keener to improve her position in South- 
east Asia; whereas it is still necessary for Russia to 
give industrial and military aid. In fact, she does not 
dare to stop giving this help. (This is the subject of 
a special report from our Diplomatic Correspondent. ) 
Russia was unwilling to show the slightest interest in 
disarmament when the United States had complete 
superiority in nuclear weapons. The Soviet Union was 
well aware that Western inferiority in conventional 
weapons was of no real value to her so long as NATO 
had superiority in nuclear weapons. Thus, it was es- 
sential for Russia to keep an absolutely free hand to 
develop her atomic war industries. 

Now that Russia has relative equality with the West- 
ern Powers in nuclear weapons and complete su- 
periority in conventional ones, she takes a somewhat 
different view about disarmament. In Russian eyes dis- 
armament talks can be used to create a sense of relaxa- 
tion, to freeze Western conventional defenses at their 
present point and to bring about some eventual reduc- 
tion in conventional Soviet armaments without chang- 
ing the unbalance between East and West in any way 
whatsoever. 

Russia is, however, afraid that in the event of a 
clash arising from her Middle Eastern or other policies, 
the Western Powers, desperately weak in conventional 
forces, might be forced to use nuclear weapons, des- 
pite the danger of retaliation. In consequence, Russia 
feels it imperative to get rid of the key NATO bases 
from which such nuclear weapons might be launched 
in an emergency. It is partly for this reason that the 
whole weight of Russian propaganda has been directed 
toward the withdrawal and dismantlement of NATO 
bases outside either American or British territory. 
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The Soviet leaders believe that they have achieved re- 
markable success and they feel greater confidence now 
than they have ever felt in the past. The Soviet leaders 
are convinced that public opinion in the West does 
not understand the intricacies of Soviet policy and 
projects, or the strategic importance of the Middle 
East, and that it can quite easily be trapped by slogans. 
Russia is convinced that, before long, she will dominate 
the whole area from Casablanca to Kabul and that she 
will have the sympathy of India, Ceylon and other 
Asiatic countries; whereas Britain will be bogged down 
in an economic Crisis. 

The Soviet policy is one which it is impossible to 
meet by piecemeal arguments. It can be met only by 
a united public opinion in America and Britain which 
discards the unessential and keeps its eyes fixed upon 
the basic facts only. It will be psychologically impos- 
sible to direct public opinion to these facts unless a 
complete picture of Russian policy is very soon pre- 
sented to the public. If this is not done, position after 
position will be lost and NATO will break up. It may be 
true that there are a number of tactical positions 
which can be lost without vital injury to Western de- 
fense, though there are very few left to lose. So far as 
the Middle East is concerned, however, any further 
retreat in that area would be of the utmost possible 
gravity. Opinions differ as to the time factor in the 
Middle East. Many well-informed observers have told 
the American, French and British Governments that 
the Arab States will close in, under Russian sponsor- 
ship, in 1956. Others feel that the main crisis will come 
somewhat later. The truth is that probably neither 
Russia nor the Arab States have yet taken final de- 
cisions, but the build-up is persistent and the pres- 
sures are increasing. 

The West is already engaged in a psychological war, 
launched by Russia but not yet effectively opposed by 
the West, with the natural consequence that we are 
steadily retreating. Lack of effective opposition to Rus- 
sia’s psychological warfare offensive is probably the 
main factor in making hot war possible. It is popular 
to say that all danger of hot war has gone because of 
nuclear weapons. This is a view constantly expressed 
by almost every newspaper and by many statesmen, but 
it is not in accordance with the facts. The truth is 
that hot war is now possible; between 1945 and 1953 
it was impossible from Russia’s point of view. 

Behind all the punch and push of Soviet diplomacy 
and Russian Communist activity, lies a deep and dead- 
ly fear. Many Russians foresee the elimination of 
Russia as the leading Power in the Communist bloc. 
They foresee 600,000,000 Chinese industrialized under 
the speed and force of atomic power, automation, elec- 
tronics and the rest of it. 
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Russia is in deadly danger—and she knows it. This 
fear nags and gnaws. Indeed, many Russians are al- 
ready more than worried; they are downright alarmed. 
And they have every cause for fear. Russia dares not 
allow matters to drift. She feels herself forced into 
action. She must secure her Western front by neutraliz- 
ing the NATO Powers, and she must achieve a balance 
with the China of tomorrow by winning top place in 
the Middle East now. No one can make an accurate 
appreciation of Soviet policy without knowing about 
these fears, which are the biggest driving force behind 
all Russian policy. Russia fears that, if she cannot win 
in the Middle East, she will eventually be almost 
rubbed out by immense pressure from the East. She 
knows that she cannot gain dominance in the Middle 
East without first neutralizing or anaesthetizing the 
West. This accounts for almost all her present moves. 

True, Russia is actually helping China. True, Russia 
and China may still coordinate their moves. They may 
even march together. But this is only because Russia 
is forced into that dangerous short-term policy by her 
long-term needs. She dares not abandon China at 
present, though she fears her most deeply. If she 
abandoned the Chinese alliance, the West would stif- 
fen and all chances of neutralizing NATO and gaining 
the Middle East would disappear. If Russia fails to 
pull off her Middle Eastern policy she will be doomed 
unless revolution changes her outlook and brings her 
into a Western context. If she does pull it off, she 
will have a fair chance of matching China for a very 
long time to come. 

To say the least, we are in the presence of a big 
Russian gamble. Opinions differ sharply as to the out- 
come. The Zionists want desperately to believe that 
Russia has not moved against them in any final sense. 
They are predisposed to hope for the best. The Arabs 
want to believe that Russia cannot switch back to 
their enemies. The Western Powers want to believe 
that an over-all compromise is possible. Russia wants 
to believe that the Zionists and the Western Powers 
can be quietened until it is too late to react. This 
complex game may reach its climax in 1956 or it may 
be prolonged by a year or two. 

It is another matter to forecast precise details. And 
in this observer's opinion it cannot be done. It is quite 
possible that, in order to gain time, Russia might give 
wholly remarkable assurances to Israel. Russia can 
ill afford Western aid to Israel which would destroy 
all chance of an Arab success. The essentials to re- 
member are that Russia puts the Middle East first 
on the list of priorities, provided that the West can be 
quietened and she believes that the best long-term 
policy is to support the Arabs—provided that Jewish 
opinion can be foxed. 

France is entering a phase which may lead to 
startling developments. Mollet’s government has 
turned out to be not nearly so strong as it appeared to 
be. It carries within itself two factors which may at any 
time lead to its collapse. The first is the bitter personal 
conflict between Mollet and Mendés-France. Mendés- 
France constantly tries to weaken the Prime Minister's 
position. Personal contacts between the two are vir- 
tually limited to Cabinet meetings. Mendés-France’s 
personal prestige, however, is not so great as it was. 
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The Algerian situation is now such that there must 
be either full-scale military action or surrender. Public 
opinion has somewhat changed under the impact of the 
plight of the million Frenchmen in Algeria. To fight 
in Algeria now means extreme measures. The General 
Staff has worked out a plan, known as “Quadrillage,” 
involving the complete physical occupation of Algeria. 

Amidst all this confusion one hears whispers of 
planning for a coup detat and the establishment of a 
strong regime—for which there is quite considerable 
sympathy, especially amongst young army officers. The 
government is almost certainly aware of this. Whether 
it is strong enough to act against any would-be con- 
spirators is another matter. An upheaval in France 
during the next two years cannot be excluded. Many 
observers think it is possible. It is the subject of in- 
creasing discussion. The Fourth Republic is on the 
way out in any event. 

The Russians demanded that Australia and New 
Zealand should come within their sphere of influence, 
while conceding to China the colored areas such as 
the Solomons and New Guinea. The Chinese reacted 
strongly, contending that geographical and not racial 
considerations should be paramount. They accused the 
Russians of favoring white supremacy. 

There was some dispute about Formosa. The Chi- 
nese say that the time is favorable for attacking the off- 
shore islands. The Chinese staff has told the Russians 
that the operation against Quemoy would take only 
about 18 hours and against Matsu only about 36 hours. 
Peking maintains that, before any Western reactions 
could be translated into action, the whole affair would 
be over, and that the West would have to accept the 
fait accompli. 

China wants to make the attack not later than the 
third week in June. At the best, that will be a some- 
what critical period. The Russians do not admit any 
open dispute about the military appreciation. They 
say their objections are political. They feel, in par- 
ticular, that a promising situation for the Communists 
in Indonesia might be compromised by an attack in 
the Formosa Strait, and that the offshore islands should 
be left until there have been further political develop- 
ments in Indonesia. The Russians expressed optimism 
about the prospect of Red China’s admission to the 
United Nations. This observer thinks it likely that Mos- 
cow has received some private assurances from West- 
ern quarters. 

Czechoslovakia is undoubtedly Russia's chief partner 
in Europe. In the Middle East, besides furnishing 
Nasser with arms, Czechoslovakia is building sugar re- 
fineries, electric works, a freezing plant and nearly two 
hundred bridges in Persia alone. Her exports of 
machinery to Egypt, erection of refineries and other 
plants in Syria, textile factories in Turkey and motor 
repair shops in the Lebanon are considerable.

The Bible Itself 








ask: Is this book what we should have been led 

to expect it to be under all the circumstances, 
assuming it to be inspired of God; its message spoken 
by men so inspired? Mark that “Holy men of God spake 
as they were moved by the Holy Ghost” (II Peter 
1: 21). The Word was spoken by men who were in- 
spired by the Spirit of God. We should therefore ex- 
pect the Bible to be a handbook of life in all of its 
phases. Purely human sciences study and seek to ex- 
plain life in all of its phases. The Bible must do no less. 

It must deal with the body. Anatomy, Physiology, 
Pathology, and so on, must have a place in its writ- 
ings. 

It must deal with the mind in all of its aspects. Psy- 
chology must play a prominent part in the weaving of 
its pages. 

It must deal with the spirit of man. In his Godward 
aspirations man must find an instructor and guide. 
In his relationships with his neighbors, in every de- 
partment of sociology, the Bible must mark the way. 


The Bible a Scientific Book 


The sciences have been both enriched and confused 
by the libraries and literatures which have been pro- 
duced by men not inspired of God. No man may hope 
in a long lifetime to read all the contributions of scien- 
tific men in all these departments. 

The Bible enters every scientific field, not to explain 
and to teach, but to use every such department of ac- 
tivity for practical purposes rather than for the purpose 
of inquiry. The message of the Bible shows an under- 
standing of every detail of the human frame. The 
message of the Bible shows a mastery of every fold of 
the human brain, and of every phase of the human 
mind. Its message is perfectly fitted to the mind ad- 
dressed. The Bible shows more than human under- 
standing of the things of the spirit. It puts the reader 
in the path that leads to God; and it enables him to 
enter into the Kingdom of God; it gives to him power 
to become a son of God. 

Such a revelation must deal with nature. It must 
deal with the earth and with its origin and destiny. 
To make the mistake of wrongly dealing with the 
earth would be to manifest feet of clay, rather than 
to manifest Divine inspiration. Therefore, in telling 
about the origin of the earth, the story must coincide 
with the record of the rocks as laid bare by geology. 
This test the Bible triumphantly sustains. 
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The Bible an Astronomical Book 


The Bible must be accurate in regard to astronomy. 
The earth must be part of the solar system. This poses 
a severe test, for who might suppose that “primitive 
man, or the men of the days of the beginnings of the 
Bible, knew anything about the solar system. Yet the 
Bible tells of the place of the earth in the firmament 
of the solar system with unfaltering voice. Even the 
most modern astronomical discoveries have a place 
within its pages. 


The Bible and Creation 


The Bible must be correct in the realm of earthly 
life. Thus it tells the story of primordial vegetation, 
and of a period of animal life wherein “great whales” 
(monsters ) existed on the planet earth. Then the Bible 
proceeds to tell of the finer vegetable and the higher 
forms of animal life such as are found today. The Bible 
then proceeds to deal with the creation of man and 
give to us the history of the family of Adam and his 
seed. Thus, in the realm of Botany, Zoology and An- 
thropology, the Bible stands the test. 


The Bible an Historical Book 


The Bible must be true to history. From the forma- 
tion of Adam and the birth of Seth (the appointed 
seed ), down to the time of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Bible tells a continuous and connected historical story 
elsewhere unparalleled. Like the lines of communica- 
tion of an advancing army, the whole line of Biblical 
history is open to attack from every quarter, scientific 
and historic. Yet at every point where science or his- 
tory has been able to bring actual knowledge to bear 
upon the story it tells, the Bible has been found to be 
correct in every detail. 

In the twelfth chapter of Genesis in the Bible we 
are introduced to a city the very memory of which had 
passed away generations ago—Ur of the Chaldees, the 
home city of Abraham. It has been reserved for men 
of the twentieth century, and the present decade, to 
unearth that ancient city and to verify this age-long 
item of Biblical history. 

There is also being unveiled in the records of an- 
cient Egypt actual knowledge from far beyond the 
Flood. Those records carry back a long way toward 
the very gates of the Garden eastward in Eden. They 
verify the story of the Bible at every point. 

Open to attack, subject to testing from every quarter, 
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the Bible stands the test. And the test simply dwarfs 
the scholarship of modern times. 


The Bible a Little Book 


But the message of the Bible must be contained in 
small compass. Libraries of literature would be con- 
fusing and unusable. Think of the treasures of the 
library of the British Museum, and of the Bodleian 
Library; and then of all the other great libraries of the 
earth. What a great asset to the nations which possess 
them. What an asset to civilization. Yet who knows 
anything of these libraries? They are so unwieldy, so 
complex, that they must be housed in special buildings 
and only specially authorized readers may have ac- 
cess thereto. 

Average people, those who pass by the buildings 
day after day, thrill with pride at the thought of the 
wonderful treasures contained there, but know prac- 
tically nothing about them and seldom enter them. 
The Bible covers all the ground that all of these li- 
braries cover, but if it were to attempt to do so as 
exhaustively, it would destroy its practical value to 
the individual. As it is we have it in one small com- 
pact volume which thousands own and which occu- 
pies a special place in their homes or is carried around 
with them at their daily tasks. 

Human ability has never succeeded in so condens- 
ing knowledge elsewhere as it is accomplished in the 
Bible. Why, if men have failed to do so anywhere 
else, should they succeed in accomplishing the task 
to perfection in order to give us our Bible? If these 
men were not inspired, then they showed powers of 
mind and a range of knowledge infinitely superior to 
the best scholarship of today. The only conclusion to 
be reached is that men of God, receiving Divine reve- 
lation and writing under the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit, gave us our Bible. 


Higher Criticism 

It is the glory of the most pretentious schools of to- 
day that they are able to criticize the Bible. But who 
among them would undertake, with all the knowledge 
of this self-satisfied age, to produce such a work? One 
is reminded of the wholly applicable description of 
modern intellectual effrontery in the Book of Revela- 
tion: 

“Thou sayest, I am rich, and increased with goods, and 
have need of nothing; and knowest not that thou art 
wretched, and miserable, and poor, and blind, and naked: 
I counsel thee to buy of me gold tried in the fire, that thou 
mayest be rich; and-white raiment, that thou mayest be 
clothed, and that the shame of thy nakedness do not 
appear; and anoint thine eyes with eyesalve, that thou 
mayest see. As many as I love, I rebuke and chasten: be 
zealous therefore, and repent. 

“Behold, I stand at the door, and knock: if any man 
hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to him, 
and will sup with him, and he with me. To him that 
overcometh will I grant to sit with me in my throne, even 
as I also overcame, and am set down with my Father in 
his throne. He that hath an ear, let him hear what the 
Spirit saith unto the churches.” (Rev. 3: 17-22.) 


What a triumph in scholarship to sit with Christ, 
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the Teacher, in His throne. That triumph will not 
come by criticism of the Word, but by a mastery of it. 

Condensed, portable, usable; all these things we 
should expect of a Divine revelation. The Bible is all 
this, and to a degree which has never been approached 
by any other literature, nor by any school. 


The Personality of God 


The Bible must be filled with the personality of God 
if it is indeed inspired of God. Every author writes 
himself into the pages of his book. This is a truism so 
universally accepted that it is not necessary to labor 
the statement. If God is the Author of the Bible, then 
the personality of God must be written into the Bible. 

Surely this is the case. God-consciousness leaps out 
of the pages of the Bible and seizes upon the mind 
and heart of the reader. From the highest and widest 
manifestation of God in the Elohim of universal crea- 
tion, to Jehovah, the God and King of Israel, and to 
Jesus the Redeemer of Israel, the Saviour of men and 
the ultimate King who shall sit upon the throne of His 
Father David and rule over the House of Jacob for- 
ever, the revelation of God Himself becomes more and 
more intimate and clear: 


“For the Word of God is quick, and powerful, and 
sharper than any twoedged sword, piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and of the joints and 
marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the heart. Neither is there any creature that is not 
manifest in his sight: but all things are naked and opened 
unto the eyes of him with whom we have to do.” (Heb. 4: 
12-13.) 


From the first pregnant words, “In the beginning 
God created the heaven and the earth,” down to the 
last testimony, “Behold I come quickly,” God is in the 
Word and the Word is replete with the living per- 
sonality of God. 


The Bible and Regeneration 


Assuming the Bible to be the revelation of God, 
then we should expect results from the reading and 
study of the Word such as can be found in connection 
with the reading of no other literature. And this is 
the case. The regeneration experience has worked its 
transforming influence upon believers throughout all 
the generations of God's people, testimonies to which 
are to be found in all of the Bible literature, in all the 
literature of the Christian Church, and an unconscious 
presentation of which fills all history and biography. 
Regeneration is the positive experience of millions at 
the present time, although it is to be feared that under 
Bible criticism, which has so largely replaced Bible 
reading and Bible study, this experience is less common 
than it formerly was. 

The Bible stands alone in its transforming effect 
upon the personal life of the reverent student; and 
upon the character of nations and races. If the Bible is 
in very deed the revelation of God, then we should 
expect the Bible to bring men into actual, personal 
relationship with God. Again this is the case. The 
Apostle John commences his Gospel with the magnifi- 
cent words: 
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“In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God. The same was in the 
beginning with God.” (John 1: 1-2.) 

Then he continues: 

“But as many as received him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to them that believe on 
his name: which were born, not of blood, nor of the will 
of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God.” (John 1: 
12-13.) 

The Apostle Paul asks certain questions: 


“For whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. How then shall they call on him in whom 
they have not believed? And how shall they believe in him 
of whom they have not heard? And how shall they hear 
without a preacher?” (Rom. 10: 13-14.) 


And we may add: How shall they preach unless they 
have the Written Word? The Bible is the Written 
Word of God and it completely fills all the require- 
ments of what is expected of a book given by Divine 
revelation.

move the causes of turmoil in the Middle East, let alone 
eliminate the cause of a third world war. If imple- 
mented, such an agreement would be little better than 
trying to fix a lid on top of a raging volcano. 

Thus, during the Israeli march-past at Haifa on In- 
dependence Day, the loudspeakers broadcast the Jew- 
ish national Anthem, Hatikva (meaning Hope), which 
proclaims: “Our hope which, though 200 years old, is 
never to be given up, is to be free in our land, the land 
of Zion and Jerusalem.” 

By contrast with this fervid aspiration, King Hussein, 
speaking over the radio from Jerusalem (Jordan side), 
recently exclaimed: 


“Zionism has occupied Palestine and driven the Arabs 
from the land of their forefathers. I place great hopes in 
our greatest day which will be celebrated by the whole 
Arab world when our usurped rights in dear Palestine are 
restored. 

“Rest assured, the future is ours as long as we are united. 
We shall regain what is lost of our beloved fatherlaad. Our 


valiant army is our nation’s hope.” 


Serious attempts are now being made to reconcile the 
age-old rivalries between the Hashemite and Saudi dy- 
nasties in order that the Arab armies of Syria, Iraq, 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia may move together unitedly 
with Egypt in war against Israel. As a constant reminder 
of the wrongs they have suffered is the presence of 900 
thousand Arab refugees, trying to exist precariously in 
huts and caves. Recently, 200 thousand of these home- 
less people threatened to march from Gaza across no- 
man’s land, regardless of losses, in the full knowledge 
that they would be fired upon. Only by the greatest 
difficulty were they dissuaded from performing this 
suicidal act which they felt was their only hope of 
drawing the attention of the world to their plight which 
has now remained unalleviated for eight long years. 


Withdrawal of Restraint 


Makeshift attempts by world statesmen to delay dis- 
integration of the situation at this advanced stage are 
doomed to prove abortive since the Divinely-directed 
withdrawal of restraint, operative during the decade 
1947-1956, has already resulted in an enforced evacua- 


tion of British military forces from the specific area de- 
scribed by Zechariah as coinciding with the scene of the 
coming Great Earthquake. This seismological upheaval 
not only splits the Mount of Olives in twain but brings 
about the disruption of the Wadi Araba from the Plain 
of Esdraelon (Haifa) to the Red Sea (Akaba). More- 
over, the same upheaval is destined to disrupt the Nile 
Delta region when it “smites the tongue of the Egyptian 
sea.” 


Earthquake Fever 


For reasons best known to themselves the authorities 
appear to have imposed a kind of press censorship on 
news following the earthquake in the Lebanon on 
March 16th, 1956, as a result of which some 500 people 
were killed and injured in Beirut alone. Thus on March 
19th the following dramatic eyewitness account from a 
Daily Express correspondent managed to get through: 

“Earthquake fever has gripped the gay sophisticated 

Mediterranean port of Beirut. With many killed in the 
earthquake shocks of Friday night and yesterday morning, 
everyone is asking: “Will it happen again?’ The Middle East 
crisis is forgotten tonight as families camp out in the foot- 
hills of the snow-capped peaks behind the city. Last night 
I saw thousands of refugees huddled on the cold windy 
hillside. Hundreds of cars filled with families, their valu- 
ables, and even household pets, were parked bumper to 
bumper for miles. Poorer families built shelters of blankets 
and branches among the trees and their fires glimmered in 
the hills above the city like the camp fires of a besieging 
army. 
“As wild rumors of more violent shocks to come swept 
Beirut and crowds flocked to open squares, away from the 
falling buildings, steel-helmeted troops moved in to prevent 
looting and restrain panic. Sir Anthony Eden sent a message 
of sympathy to the Lebanese government, offering help 
from ships of the Royal Navy.” 


These happenings are like a warning or foretaste of 
things to come in this critical arena, as foretold by the 
prophets. Does this mean that we are to watch unfeel- 
ingly the tribulations of the hapless victims of these 
seismological upheavals? By no means. What is all-im- 
portant, however, is that humanity as a whole should 
try to learn to understand and see the spiritual signifi- 
cance underlying the things which happen.

Paul Harvey—“Good Night!” 
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The Final Knell

April 28, 1956 

IKE MEN in a dream, the leaders 

‘of the Western world stand 
stupefied and paralyzed while 
the supreme crisis of mundane his- 
tory builds up about them with 
breathtaking speed. When _ they 
speak, it is to voice Pollyanna plati- 
tudes or rattle the bleaching bones 
of some long-defunct policy. When 
they act, it is only to erect some 
pitifully inadequate stopgap no 
more effective against the envelop- 
ing perils than a straw scarecrow 
confronting an armored division. 

In surveying this display of par- 
alysis and ineptitude, the observer is 
over and over again constrained 
to remark, Surely here is the ulti- 
mate in fatuity—only to have it 
topped in the next day’s headlines 
by some new and greater folly. That 
Bulganin and Khrushchev—guiding 
geniuses of the world-wide con- 
spiracy against Anglo-Saxondom— 
should have been entertained on a 
state visit to the British capital 
staggers belief. Yet actions reported 
from across the Atlantic were hardly 
on a higher plane of rationality. 
United States authorities stood idly 
by at a New York City airport 
while Soviet thugs kidnapped five 
Russian sailors who had sought 
asylum in America. And, with the 
very existence of the free world im- 
perilled by enemies within and with- 
out, the Supreme Court ruled in- 
valid all state laws against sedition. 

Truly the Prophet Joel was in- 
spired when, granted a vision of 
these last days of the age, he ex- 
claimed that the enemies “shall run 
to and fro in the city” and “run upon 
the wall” (Joel 2: 9). It would be 
hard to find in recorded history a 
comparable example of bankrupt 
leadership blindly blundering down 
the road to national suicide. 

In all this those who are attuned 
to the spiritual overtones of the 
times discern the final throes of the 
present world order. Crumbling 
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foundations and tottering walls 
herald the complete overthrow of 
the materialistic, human-centered 
structure which men have erected 
in defiance of God and His ordained 
way. 

Underscoring and amplifying this 
theme are the time-patterns marking 
the swift sweep toward judgment. 
Connoting the “end and issue of all 
things human” is the number 666. 
As the charted patterns unfold, this 
time-factor will recur again and 
again to stress that man’s work has 
very nearly reached its pinnacle of 
imperfection, necessitating direct 
Divine intervention to stop short the 
seemingly irresistible drift to global 
destruction. 

The Parliament of Iceland on 
March 28 approved a resolution 
calling for the withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops from Icelandic territory. 
Since eleven is the number of dis- 
order or disintegration, it is omi- 
nously significant that this move 
came exactly 11 x 666 days after 
March 7, 1936 when Hitler's troops 
reoccupied the Rhineland. The par- 
allel between these two events is 
plain. The German stroke, when un- 
challenged by the impotent West, 
gave Hitler a green light for the 
career of aggression which led to 
World War II. Now, 11 x 666 days 
later, the Icelandic action foreshad- 
ows the complete collapse of the 
NATO defense structure upon 
which America and Britain are re- 
lying for protection against the 
Soviet colossus. With their bases 
in France, Germany and North 
Africa endangered as well, the 
Anglo-Saxon Powers should see in 
this March 28 development the 
“handwriting on the wall” warning 
them that NATO is a bulwark of 
reeds whose very flimsiness invites 
World War III. 

A solar interval of 666 days, 
measured forward from March 28, 
terminates on February 2, 1958. This 
date will be precisely 1260 days 


(tribulation) after August 22, 1954 
when collapse of the Brussels parley 
signaled the doom of the European 
Defense Community project (top of 
Chart XVIII). 

In London, it was disclosed on the 
March 28 terminal that Russia had 
embraced President Ejisenhower’s 
“open sky” disarmament inspection 
plan and included it in a program 
of its own. 

Saudi Arabia announced on April 
4 that she was buying jet military 
aircraft from Egypt, and had re- 
ceived the first squadron during 
March. And in New York, the UN 
Security Council voted to send Sec- 
retary-General Hammarskjold on a 
peace mission to Palestine. 

These developments came 1260 
days (tribulation) after October 22, 
1952 when Iran severed diplomatic 
relations with Great Britain (Chart 
XIX). In addition, a solar interval 
of 420 days extends forward from 
April 4 to June 4, 1957. This date 
will be 1290 (desolation) plus 666 
days after the January 26, 1952 
“Black Saturday” riots in Egypt. The 
420 factor, one-sixth of the 2520-day 
Biblical period of trial or probation, 
recurs frequently to mark events 
which advance the human world 
order toward its culminating trial 
of judgment. 

Spain, on April 7, proclaimed its 
protectorate in Morocco ended and 
declared the North African territory 
independent and fully sovereign. 
The progressive weakening of 
French-Spanish influences in Moroc- 
co and Algeria casts doubt upon the 
future of vital Western bases in 
this strategic area, and with each 
step the process of deterioration 
moves more swiftly. 

With striking precision this April 
7 development takes it place in the 
pattern of Middle Eastern tribula- 
tion. It came 1600 days solar (space 
or extent of judgment) after Oc- 
tober 28, 1951 when Egypt approved 
general mobilization. This date, in 
turn, fell 1260 days after the May 
16, 1948 Great Pyramid coffer date 
when the designation of the first 
Israeli president completed setting 
up of the Zionist state (Chart 
XVIII). 

April 7 also fell 1335 days after 
August 11, 1952 when Premier Mos- 
sadegh of Iran received unlimited 
dictatorial power. The 1335 factor, 
while it prefigures the blessedness 
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of the Kingdom Age, also connotes 
judgment upon those nations and 
peoples which are inviting destruc- 
tion by their opposition to the Divine 
Plan. Finally, a 666-day period ex- 
tends from April 7 to February 2, 
1958, which will be 1260 days after 
the collapse of the Brussels EDC 
parley. 

Secretary of State Dulles, on April 
10, alerted Congressional leaders to 
a possible request by President 
Eisenhower for use of United States 
forces in the Middle East if acute 
danger developed there. Meanwhile, 
Secretary - General Hammarskjold 
launched his Mideast peace mission 
with visits to Cairo and Tel Aviv. 

Again the time-markings are 
striking. April 10 fell precisely 1600 
plus 1260 days (judgment and tribu- 
lation) after the Palestine truce went 
into effect on June 11, 1948. Also 
marking April 10 is a solar period of 
1335 days extending from July 26, 
1952 when King Farouk of Egypt 
was ousted. And a 420-day interval 
links April 10 to June 4, 1957, which 
will be 1290 plus 666 days after the 
January 26, 1952 anti-foreign riots 
in Egypt (Chart XIX). 

Members of the Baghdad Pact 
council, convening in Tehran on 
April 16 for their second meeting, 
were told that the United States did 
not intend to join the alliance at 
this time. Meanwhile, the Israelis 
further frayed Middle Eastern tem- 
pers by demanding that Egypt re- 
open the Suez Canal to Israeli ship- 
ping as part of a general settle- 
ment. 

An interval of precisely 6 x 666 
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days separates these events from 
V-E Day (May 8, 1945) when the 
European phase of World War II 
ended. In addition, April 16 fell 
666 days lunar after June 30, 1954 
when a violent Jewish-Jordanian 
clash in Jerusalem forewarned that 
the Middle Eastern climax was fast 
approaching. The 1954 date, in turn, 
fell 10 x 1335 days after the British 
entered Jerusalem on December 11, 
1917 (Chart XX). 

Looking forward, a solar 286- 
day displacement period extends 
from April 16 to January 31, 1957. 
This unusually significant chrono- 
logical milepost closes a 1260-day 
period of tribulation after the Au- 
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gust 20, 1953 King’s Chamber term- 
inal when Russia announced its first 
H-bomb test. Noteworthy too is 
the solar 666 interval separating 
April 16 from February 21, 1958. 
This date will be 1040 days (fru- 
ition) after the Bandung Confer- 
ence opened on April 18, 1955. The 
role of this conference in “rousing 
the heathen” for the closing scenes 
of global judgment was pointed out 
in the article, “Time of the 
Heathen,” Destiny for July 1955. 

Preceding and during the Bul- 
ganin-Khrushchev visit to Great 
Britain, the Russians harped loud- 
ly upon the “peaceful coexistence” 
theme which consistently pays off 
for them in confusing Western pub- 
lic opinion. On April 17 the Soviet 
Union urged the Jews and Arabs to 
settle their conflict and offered to 
join other nations in seeking a so- 
lution to unsettled Middle Eastern 
problems. On the same day the 
Kremlin proclaimed the dissolution 
of the Cominform, the chief organ of 
international Communist subversion. 
This hoary vaudeville act never fails 
to elicit reams of comment from 
misguided Western liberals who 
think a change of labels means a 
change of Soviet aims. In due course 
the Cominform will reappear, pos- 
sibly with a new name but with the 
same unchanging objectives. 

These April 17 moves of Russia 
came 1290 days solar (desolation ) 
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after the September 16, 1952 Soviet- 
Chinese agreement. They also fell 
420 days lunar after February 28, 
1955 when Jewish forces launched a 
major raid against Egyptian posi- 
tions in the Gaza strip. And a lunar 
interval of 666 days extends from 
April 17 to February 2, 1958. 

Soviet Premier Bulganin and Com- 
munist Party chief Khrushchev ar- 
rived in Britain on April 18. It 
was fitting that this visit, another 
of the pernicious fruits of the Gen- 
eva “Summit” conference, should be- 
gin 270 days (birth travail) after 
that parley closed on July 23, 1955. 

In Jerusalem, meanwhile, it was 
reported that Egypt and the Israelis 
had approved a cease-fire proposal. 
But tension immediately flared anew 
in a different sector as the Jews, on 
April 20, accused Jordan of a new 
raid. On the same day, in London, 
Communist Party chief Khrushchev 
called for reduction and ultimate 
abolition of all armed forces. This 
was 286 days before January 31, 
1957, which will be 1260 days after 
the August 20, 1953 terminal. 

A new Arab military alliance, 
joining Egypt, Saudi Arabia and 
Yemen, was activated on April 22 
by the appointment of Maj. Gen. 
Abdel Hakim Amer as chief of its 
Joint Command. The move came 
1260 days solar after October 22, 
1952 when Iran severed relations 
with Great Britain (Chart XIX). 

Mixing the mailed fist with the 
olive branch, Communist Party 
chief Khrushchev declared on April 
23 that Russia will soon have hy- 
drogen-bomb guided missiles “which 
can hit every point in the world.” 
The ominous warning drew a typi- 
cal round of pooh-poohing, whistl- 
ing-in-the-dark comment from 
Washington officialsk—who have con- 
sistently underrated Soviet techno- 
logical progress. In this vein was 
Air Force Secretary Quarles’ state- 
ment that, in his belief, it would be 
five to ten years before either Russia 
or the United States perfected an 
intercontinental ballistics missile. 

The portentous Khrushchev state- 
ment was issued on a date which 
bears, unusually significant chrono- 
logical markings. It fell 5 x 666 days 
after March 12, 1947 when the Tru- 
man Doctrine was proclaimed and 
2300 days (cleansing of the sanctu- 
ary) after the British recognized 
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Red China on January 5, 1950 (bot- 
tom of Chart XVIII). Especially 
noteworthy is the 666-day interval 
extending forward from April 23 
to February 18, 1958. This date will 
be both 6 x 666 days after the proc- 
lamation of the Truman Doctrine 
and 2 x 2300 days after July 16, 1945 
when our first A-bomb was tested. 

A second revealing development 
on April 23 was Secretary of State 
Dulles’ proposal that the NATO al- 
liance be expanded into a political 
and economic force as well as a mili- 
tary bulwark against Communism. 
With NATO already moribund, the 
Dulles suggestion was hardly calcu- 
lated to help the Western world out 
of its impasse. 

The United States, on April 25, 
expelled two members of the Russian 
UN delegation for their part in spir- 
iting five refugee Russian seamen 
from the country. On the same day 
President Eisenhower rejected sug- 
gestions that he halt American H- 
bomb tests. The date was 1290 days 
lunar (desolation) after the first 
American H-bomb tests ( November 
1, 1952) and 286 days lunar (dis- 
placement) after the Geneva “Sum- 
mit” conference opened. 

An Egyptian spokesman disclosed 
on April 26 that UN Secretary-Gen- 
eral Hammarskjold had proposed 
joint Arab-Israeli patrols along all 
frontiers to preserve the Middle 
East armistice. This was 666 days 
after the June 30, 1954 Jewish-Jor- 
danian clash and 666 days before 
February 21, 1958. 


Resistless in its onsweep, the glo- 
bal crisis nears the great and inde- 
scribable scenes of culmination. 
Words cannot begin to portray the 
magnificence of the spectacle. It is 
the qiuntessence of drama, a univer- 
sal miracle play that will touch the 
life of every person upon earth. 

The final knell is tolling for the 
present age of strife and turmoil— 
and for leadership which can see 
no way out of the impasse except 
vain alliances and vainer “coexist- 
ence’ deals with the enemy. A day 
is coming when the people of 
Anglo-Saxondom will look elsewhere 
for guidance.

mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth.

All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.”’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks"’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times.

The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eignty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless.
